Dear Sir: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
the 9th instant, in which you intimate that it is your 
intention to have the necessary repairs undertaken at the 
Indian day school on the Shubenacadie reserve by the 
Indians and by yourself. 


May I point out to you the urgency of 
this matter. It is of the utmost importance that this 
school re-open on September 5. The teacher who will conduct 
the school hus been engaged by the Department and will 
report for duty on that date. 


The necessary action to secure the seats 
requested by you will be taken here and delivery will be 
made in due course. 


You are authorized, therefore, to proceed 
with the other edditional repairs. tr you fine tt impossible 
to haye a table for the teacher made on the reserve, you 
should purchase one and have it installed at once. 


Your only responsibility in this matter 
is to see that the repairs are undertaken and completed and 
the table and desks installed. Indian day schools are con- 
Gucted by the Department from Ottawa. No provision is made 
in the Indian Act for the election of trustees to administer 
such schools. It is just possible that a caretaker may be 
required, but this 1s a matter that can be discussed with 
the teacher and the request sent forward later.

The classroom buildings should be similar 
to that known as the St. Catherine's Indien Day School 
in the Cowilehan or. The plene of thie building 
should ve foll with the following changes: 


1. Double doors should be provided from the outside 
to the general work: $ entrance to the latter 
to be by ramp. A railing should be provided 
around the exterior entranee to the general 
workshop. 


Double doors should be provided between the 
general workshop and the sewing room, also 
between the sewing room and the kitchen. This 
will involve enlarging the passageway. 


Extra flues should be placed in the chimney to 
provide for two kitehen ranges. 


The window in the fuel room is considered 
unmeeessary and the fuel room should be enlarged 
to a size 15'S" x 11°. 
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The following wash basins should be provided -- 
@ in general workshop, 1 in sewing room. A wash 
basin equal to that shom in T. Eaton Company 
fall and winter catalogue for 1942-45 and known 
as A 15-600 will meet our purposes.

In accordance with the request from Dr. MeGill 
in his memorandum to you of November 16th, and your notation 
thereon dated November 19th, 1942, regarding an inspection of 
suggested sites for Ageney buildings in connection with the 
above, arrangements were made to have our Architect accompany 
Mr. We Se Armeil, Acting Inspector of Indian Agencies in the 
Maritime Provinces, on an inspection trip which began on November 
23rd, 1942, and oceupied seventeen days. Mr. Cromarty, of the 
Iands, Parks and Forests Branch, had also been authorized by 
the Department to accompany Mr. Arneil and Mr. Buck. 


Our Architeet now reports as follows: 


The Indien Affairs Braneh hes already begun action 
in centraliging the Indian po tion now occupying twenty-three 
separate reserves in Nova Scotia and Prince Edward Island en 
three existing reserves, the areas of which have recently 
beencomsi ‘erably imoreased by the purchase and expropriation 
ot adjacent “erritory. 


Bach of these enlarged reserves will constitute an 
Agency, and on completion of the scheme, approximately one 
thousand Indians, from six existing reserves in Cape Breton 
Island, will be settled on the Escasoni Reserve. The same 
number from twelve other existing reserves in Nova Sootia will 
be accommedated om the Shubenacadie Reserve. The Indians now 
ocoupying five reserves on Prince Edward Island will be centralized 
on Lemmox Island Reserve, and will number approximately two 
hunmired and seventy-five persons. 


The Indian Affaire Braneh megoste, during the fiseal 
wagesr of 1943-44, to erect at Shubenacadie and Escasoni, a day school 
with four class-rooms, manualetraining room and dome stic-sceience 
Foom, as well as a residence for the Priest-Principal, a residence 
to accommodate at least five teachers, and a combined office 
and sterehouse for the Indian Agent. To this group there may 
in the future be added a Medical Officer's residence, and a 
resi ence for the Indian Agent. 


At Lennox Ieland, P.E.I., it is proposed to build 
| @uriug the 1943-44 fiscal year, an Indian Agent's residence 
Only, -dni &t a later date, as funds become available, a combined 
eff.se and storehouse, a two-room day sohool, and other buildings. 


Other installations common to all sites will be water 
supply systems, septic tanks and sewage disposal beds. 


jo. M, Wardle, sq, 
Dizreetor, 
Surveys and Enginevring Braneh, 
i Resources, 
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Housing accommodation, without water supply, lighting 
or plumbing, is being provided for the inereased population 
by the Indien Affairs Braneh. Heads of families are being 
provided with building materials without expense, and they, 
with other unemployed Indians, are being encouraged to undertake 
werk on these buildings, for which services they will be paid 
30g per hour. 


In this connection a considerable number of window 
frames and sash, as well as other materials surplus to their 
own requirements, were being disposed of by the R. Ae Fe Works 
and dings Division at Moncton, N. B., and Mr. Buck, before 
leaving Ottawa, wos authorized to stop off with Mr. Arneil, 
with a view to determining whether any of the materials could 
be utilized in the Indian housing programme. It was foum that 
the frames ani eash were suitable for Indian Affairs’ use, and 
that other materials, inoluding plaster board and build 
paper, which would also be of value, were available. It is 
understood that the Indian Affairs Branch are arranging to 
obtain quantities of the materials inspected, through Departmental 
channels. 


The inspection of materials at Moneton was completed 
on November 25th, and the party proeeeded to Truro that evening, 
and thence to Shubenacadie, where the Department maintain an 
Indian Residential Sehool at present oocupied by 14. pupils, 
under the administration of the Principal, Rev. Father Mackey. 


The Indian Affairs Branch had authorized Mr. Arneil 
to engage local surveyors for the purpose of obtaining spet 
levels, contours and other topegraphical features of the sites, 
and before leaving Truro arrangements were completed to have 
Me.Howam® Murray, of Earlton, HN. S., carry out this work at 
Shubenacadie. Mr. Murray, e Provincial Land Surveyor, was 
unable to visit the site with the Depertmental officers. He 
stated that an uncompleted assignment from the Department of 
National Defence demanded his immediate attention. He was 
willing, however, to undertake and complete the work as desoribed 
by Mr. Buck, be on November 30th, and completing his. “+ 
survey plan so that the data would be available for use by this 
Service upon the return ef our Arohitéct to Ottawa. 


To this end, while ca out the inspection of the 
site, detailed instructions vegarding the area affected sii the 
information required, were furnished to the Indian Agent, Mr. 
He Ce Rice, for Murray's guidance. 


It was learned that on a previous visit to the reserte, 
which is approximately three miles from the Village vf Shnbe 
acadie, Indian Affairs officers had tentatively selected tw 
alternative sites for an Agency building group, + ane being & 
the neighbourhood of the existing church and one-room day son0e 
the seconé being approximately one-half mile directly south = 
the first.

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The area is served by one of a series of Indian 
gravelled roads on the reserve, and a read allewanee has already 
been cleared for another which will connect up twe of the most 
travelled ef the existing reads and will pase through the eentre 
of the site. At present the connection between the gravelled 
road referred to, and the allowance for the new road, is a wagon 
trail whieh will be improved to become part of the new road 
en completion. 


After viewing the available sites « Buek chose the 

southerly as being the better lecation for tne proposed group 

of buildings. This site, which consists of approximately Ok 

acres of cleared land, is approached from the north over the 

wa, trail already mentioned, at a gentle inoline whieh flattens 

eut in the proposed building area. The ground falls rapidly 

site on its seuth, east and west boundaries, 

drainage and mating evqaepete several 
sewage disposal beds. 


The soil in the netghbourhood appears to consist of 
a top covering of sandy loam, over & subsoil of sand and gravel. 
No roeks or large boulders were observed. 


While the location of buildings en the site cannot be 
definitely established until the to ographical plan is received 
and studied, it is felt that the soil Composition may be considered 
uniform, and not likely to produce struetural difficulties. 


It would be possible to provide a water supply from 
streams in the vicinity; but it is anticipated that when the 
increased Indian po tion is settled on the reserve, the 

xz of water con tion will always'be present. It is 
felt that investigation should be carried out to determine the 
feasibility of furnishing a water supply from drilled wells. 


The only power transmission line olose to the reserve 
terminates at the Village limits of Shubenacadie. As it is hoped 
to provide current for lighting in all buildings exeept the day- 
sohool, and for the operation of mechanical services in the 
Agency group, it will be nesessary to determine the most economical 
method of making electric current available. 

‘ The Slubemacadie Agent of the Avon River Power Company 
was contacted, but since the ¢ is a subsidi of the Nova 
Seotia Light and Power Company ted of Halifax, this officer 
advised that by regarding extension of services must 
be directed to vo he oy head office. It was umerstood 
from the Power C 8 mt, that an extension of the existing 
serviee to serve the proposed buildings om the reserve, under 
present conditions, would be diffieult to obtain. 


The inspeetion of Shubenacadie was completed on November 
phe and om that evening the party proceeded to Sydney, Cape 
One be 


Mr. Cromarty had arranged with the Lands, Parks and 
Forests Braneh to have Mr. MacMillan, Superintendent of the Cape 
Breton Highlands National Park, and a Departmental car available 
for the use of the inspecting party in travelling between Sydney 
and the Escasoni Reserve, which is situated on the north shore 
pe East Bay, Bras D'Or lake, approximately 33 miles south west 
Sydney. 
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The site which had been tentatively selected by Indian 
Affairs vufficers on a previous occasion, overlooks ast Bay in 
all directions, and possesses great scenic beauty. Ite position 
with regard to the Indian settlement scheme now under way, and 
to the Roman Catholic chapel and cemetery, both of which are 
within the area, appears to establish it as the logical location 
for the proposed building groupe 


The site is reached over a gravel road, which branches 
off Provincial Highway No. 4 at the eastern end of East Baye 
It occupies about seven acres of Cleared land on the top, as 
well as the southerly and westerly slopes of a hilrising rather 
sharply to a flat area approximately 50 ft. above the roadway. 
{The northerly and easterly slopes of the hill fall steeply towards 
small revines, and are uncleared. 


In the vicinity of the suggested site, the existing 
60 ft. road allowance consists of a side hill cut, approximately 
500 yards long, which leaves the northerly edge of the cutting 
between 10 and 15 ft. above the roadway, while from the southerly 
limit of the road allowance a sorub covered slope descends 
rapidly to a large area of tidal flat. 


At the time of the inspection, the ground was covered 
with snow from six to eight inches deep, with drifts to a greater 
depth in places. Consequently no test pite were dug to determine 
soil characteristics where the proposed buildings were likely 
to be placed. Existing excavation for an earth cellar within 
an unused concrete foundation on the site, ho: ever, indicated 
at that point a top soil of sandy loam overlying light clay 
and gravel to a depth of approximately five feet, the maximum 
depth observed. No rock outcroppings were visible anywhere on 
the site, and it could be assumed that the characteristics des- 
cribed are uniform. There should be no difficulty in locating 
septic tanks or sewage disposal beds. 


It appeared possible that water might be supplied to 
the site frem a stream ot the toe of the westerly slope; but 
under the prevailing conditions it could not pe determined that 
permanent volume was available. It is considered advisable 
to investigate whether water might be obtained from drilled 
wells before deciding to make use of the stream. However, 
attention to this point under more favourable weather conditions 
is suggested. 


Power facilities do not exist at Escasoni, and to 
provide current for lighting and the operation of mechanical 
services, the necessary equipment must be provided by the Indian 
Affairs Branch. 


Before work on the building programme can be started, 
it will be necessary to provide the site with a service road 
for the use of the Contractor during construction operations, 
and later to serve the various units of the building group, and 
from data obtained a site plan will be prepared from which it 
will be poseible to determine the work involved on this feature, 
and to estimate its cost. 


Owing to the leck of topographical data, no previous 
technical consideration of the site had been possible, and to 
obtain information for ow use it wes necessary, as at Shubenacadie, 
to engage a local Surveyor. Mr. Arneil, on the authority of his 


Director, cece 
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Director, made neeessary investigations to this end, 
and the services of Mre Me MoMullen, 4 Provinciel Land Surveyor 
of Nova Scotia, were obtained. Mre MeMullen was taken over the 
site and our requirements were outlined in detail. Although he 
was to report in ten days for service in the ermy, Mr. MoMullen 
was able to obtain spot levels on a 50 ft. by 50 ft. grid, 
establish contours at 5 ft. vertical intervals, complete his 
field notes and forward a plen to Ottawa, by the time our 
ofiicers returned. 


While it would be desirable to carry out building 
operations on a more level site, no alternative area sufficiently 
large for the purpose is available, unless purchase or expro=- 
pristion of additional land is arranged, and it is understood 
thet the Indian Affairs Branch are not likely to take such 
further action. 


The inspection of Escasoni Reserve was completed on 
December 2nd, and the perty left Sydney, N. S-, for Borden, 
Pe Ee Ie, that evening. 


Mr. Cromarty head arranged with the Lands, Parks and 
Forests Branch to heve Mr. Ee. Smith, Superintendent of Prince 
Eéward Island Netional Park, available with a Departmental car 
for the transportation of the party to and from Lennox Island. 
It had also been arranged thet Mr. Smith would obtain any 
topographical data our Architect required on the site of the 
proposed agency. Mr. Smith met the party on the evening of 
December Zrd at Borden as arranged, and drove them to Summerside. 


Lennox Island is approximately 30 miles by road from 
Summerside, and lies about one mile off shore in Malpeque Bay, 
between Hog Island and the mainlend. 


On the morning of December 4th the party begen their 


teip from Summerside, but owing to snow blocked roads were forced 
to return, and le ter the same day proceeded to Indian Agent 
Daly's office in Charlottetown. It is understood, however, that 
the Lands, Parks and Forests Branch are agreeable to making the 
services of Mr. Smith available for the preparation of whatever 
topographical data this Service requires, when weather conditions 
are more favourablee 


On the evening of December 4th, Indian Agent Rice 
contacted Mr. Buck at Charlottetown by long distance telephom 
from Shubenacadie, and advised thet he had been notified by Mr. 
Murray, The Surveyor who had been engaged for work on the selected 
site there, that, anticipating a further assignment from the 
Department of National Defence, he was not disposed to carry 
out the duties he had arranged with Mr. Buok to undertake. Indian 
Agent Rice advised that he had attempted to locate a Surveyor, 
but had found none available. Our Architect considered it 
advisable to contact a definite source of information regarding 
the services of a qualified Surveyor, and instead of accompanying 
Mr. Arneil and Mr. Cromarty back to Ottawa, arranged to meet Mr 
Rice, at the Provincial Department of Highways in Halifax, on 
the morning of December 7the He was able to interview Mr. Belleveau 


Chief Engineer ot the Department, and his Senior Office Engineer, 
Mre Kenneth MacKenzie, who very kindly provided a list of names 
of Surveyors they were prepared to recommend. 


(over) 
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Considerable difficulty was encountered in locating 
a Surveyor who was free to undertake our work; but contact was 
eventually made with one of the recommended parties, = Mre ite Wie 
MoKenzie, DeleS-e, of infield, Ne S. Mre MoKenzie accompanied 
the Indian Agent and our Architect to Shubenacadie, was taken 
over the site, and agreed to begin work as required on December 
10th. While more snow had fallen, and further frost penetration 
was evident, it should have been possible to obtain the information 
we required without too great difficulty. 


After completing arrangements with Mr. McKenzie, Mr. Buok 
returned to Ottawa on December 10th. However, in a letter dated 
December 19th lust, Indian Agent Rice advised us thet Mr. MoKenzile 
has been prevented by illness from commencing work, but that he 
antioipates the topographical data would be undertaken very 
shortly. It will be realized, however, that if severe weather 
conditions have set in, it is not unlikely the Surveyor's work 
will have to be postponed until the Spring. 


While in the Maritimes Mr. Buck interviewed the following 
Contractors regerding the building situation there: 


J. SN. Kenney, General Contractor, Truro and Halifax, N.S. 
The J. We Stevens Co. Ltd., Sydney, Cape Breton, NeS. 
He de Phillips, General Contractor, Charlottetown, P.HelI. 


Hach of these firms has at different periods carried out work for 
this Service satisfactorily, and all are at present engaged on some 
type of construction work for the Dominion Government in connection 
with National Defence projects. These Contractors stated unanimously 
that they were experiencing great difficulty in obtaining materials 
and labour, and under existing circumstances can give no assurance 
that any work they undertake could be completed within a time limit, 
or thet they would be able to adhere strictly to speoified materials 
or equipment. 


The experience of these firms confirms the opinion of 
this Seryice, that even if the Department is granted a licence by 
the Controller of Construction, authorizing building operations, 
we must be prepared for delays and possible substitutions in 
materials and equipment, with consequent increases in cost, none 
of which ean be anticipated. 


Further memoranda dealing with the building programme, 
funds provided, approval of sketches, working drawings and other 
related items, will be forwarded for your information as our work 
on these projects develops.

I am JorearGing herewith, for your information, a 
copy of a vepeess dated January 13th, covering the inspection 
made by Mr. Buck, our Chief Architect, on the proposed build- 
ing sites and other matters relating to the centralization of 
Indian Agencies in the Maritime Provinces. It will be noted 
that the inspecting officers went into the various features 
such as drainage, water supply, etcetera, and accessibility 

of the site to roads and power lines. Heavy snowfall prevented 
the party from reaching Lennox Island but everything possible 
was done under the circumstancese 


Arrangements will be made later on when weather con- 
ditions are more favourable, for the obtaining of such topographical 
‘ data as may be yequnses by our Architectural Division at this point. 
I understand Mr. Buck is in close touch with your officers in 
regard to the various details of the building programme. 


You are, of course, aware that the $55,000 which I 
understand is in your 1943-44 estimates, will not complete the 


building programme at present contemplated for the two Reserves 

in Nova Scotia and this sum will have to be supplemented from 
other sourcese Certain sections of road are required to reach 

the building site and serve the proposed buildingsin the Escasoni 
Reserve and their cost will have to be met from the funds provided. 
I think your officers reached the decision that no electric wiring 
should be provided in either of the classroom buildings.

Tenders received by the Surveys and Enzineering 
Branch for the construction of an Indian day school, a 
teacher's residence, a residence for a principal and an 
office building at Shubenscadie indicate that the cost of 
these buildings - should we proceed with their construction 
at this time - would be approximately three times greater 
than the amount provided in the 1943-44 estimates. In view 
of this fact, it will not be possible to proceed with our 
building program on your reserve st any time during the 
present fiscal year. 


We are naturally anxious to do everything 
humanly possible to encourage Indian families, particularly 
families the members of which are not gainfully employed, 
to establish themselves at Shubenacadie, It is just possib’e 
that our failure to establish a school this year may retard 
to some extent the movement of Indian families to the re- 
serve, We are anxious, therefore, that you should undertake, 
4n co-operation with Father Mackey, a survey of the educat- 
Zonal facilities available with the object of utilizing 
these to the fullest possible advantage. 


We have in mind the organization of a class 
of day school pupils at Shubenacadie. Should this be at all 
practicable, transportation of course would have to be 
provided, Accommodation in the adjoining public school, 
where @ small group of Indian children might be provided 
with instruction, should also be considered, An inexpensive 
addition, under the supervision of Mr. Robb, might be built 
to the Indian day school on the reserve. 


We deeply regret our inability to proceed with 
the regular progrem of centralization, particularly the 
building program, and our failure to do so is likely to add 
to your burdens as agent. Is it your opinion that a tempor- 
ary, inexpensive office building should be constructed? We 
are anxious that you should give these matters your immedc- 
date consideration and, if you deem it at all necessary, 
we might send Mr. A. J. Doucet down to assist you in this 
task. Mr. Doucet, however, has been absent from the office 
for several weeks and we are not anxious to send him to 
Shubenacadie unless his presence there is absolutely neces- 
sary.

Your memorandum of March lst advised that for the fiscal 
year 1944-45 an amount of $75,000 was inoluded for new Indian dey 
sehools to be erected at Shubenacadie and Eskasoni in 1944. Your 
memorandum of April 14th refers only to the new sohool at Shubenacadie 
and this, coupled with Mr. Buck's verbal advice of discussions with 
your officers, gives us the understanding that the day school at 
Shubenacadie fe the only building in Nova Scotia Reserves that under 
present plans you wish us to undertake during 1944-45. Consequently, 
unless advised to the contrary, we are making our plans on this basis 
and with the objective of having the building ready for occupation on 
September lst next. 


Re-writing of certain of the forms and specifications 
necessary because specifications preyared last year covered buildings 
at both Shubenacadie and Eskasoni, is under way and it is the 
intention to call for tenders at the earliest possible date. The 
plans already prepared and approved for the Shubenacadie day school 
will be used. It is also proposed to extend the scope of the news- 
paper advertisements in the hoye that the decrease in building 
operations in the Maritimes on account of the war, will result in 
more favourable tenders being received. 


The question of whether this school could be erected by 
day labour has been carefully considered but all the factors indicate 
that erection by contract is preferable at this time. Our Mngineering 
and Construction Service has not its former day labour organization 
and it would be difficult to obtain a construction foreman of known 
competence, together with carpenters, for this one comparatively 
ont Pro ect. Materials and labour priorities would also present 
difficulties. 


There would also be difficulty in the transportation of 
supplies and the undertaking of excavation work and conorete work. 


On the other hand building contractors have always the 
nucleus of a permanent organization and know of experienced carpenters 
who look to them for employment from time to time. They have the 
necessary contacts with firms handling building materials and with 
sub-contractors who can do excavation and concrete work, if necessary. 


In your memorandum of April 8lst you refer to the 
information that you just received from Mr. W.S. arneil, Feseeoter 
of Indian agencies, regarding Mr. Fred Robson, a local building 
contractor on amali projeets, who would be willing to work on a 
seasonal basis for some $6.00 per day, and has contact with three or 
four carpenters whom he employs at various times. It is the view 
that Mr. Robson and his ea ters could obtain suitable employment 
with the contractor who might be awarded the work. Mr. Arneil could 
be advised to let Mr. Robson know when the construction of the day 
school is advertised, so that he could get in touch with contractors 
who are interested.

In omer to protect the source of the spring it is 
considered that your Branch should acquire the adjacent land on 
both sides of the road and which might involve the purchase of 
about 150 acres. Mr. Rice expressed the view to Mr. Sparks that 
this land could be obtained at a very low price. In view of the 
fact that the village of Shubenacadie has made some investigations 
in connection with Spring Creek as a source of water supply, it is 
suggested that this a be obtained in the near future.

Dr. MeGill's memorandum of the 4th instant, bearing 
your notation of May 6th in connection with the above schools 
is acknowledged. 


It is noted thet the Indian Affairs Branch were 
hopeful that the amount of $75,000.00 provided in the ourrent 
year's appropriation, would cover the erection of the four 
Classroomed school at the Shubemaeadie Agenoy, as well as a 
similar sohool anf a teachers’ residence at the Eskasoni Agency. 


In this connection it is pointed out that when 
tenders were submitted last August, the lowest t ender for the 
Shubenacadie school amounted to $33,585, while the lowest 
tenders for the Eskasoni school and teachers’ residence amounted 
to $32,140 and $16,500 respectively. 


Since living acosmmodation for the teachers at 
Shubenacadie is available at the Residential school, it is 
not imperative that a weter supply should be installed when 
the day school is built; but at such time as a school is built 
at the Eskasoni Agenoy, a residense for the teachers will 
definitely be required. This will necessitate consideration 
of at least a domestic water supply, and preferably a system 
providing a considerable measure of fire protection. A septic 
tank, sewage disposal bed and an electrical plant are other 
features which must be considered. 


Under these circumstances, a rough estimate of the 
necessary expenditure for buildings, with costs based on the 
lowest tenders received last August, would be as follows :-

Will you please refer to your unsigned 
memorandum of the 4th instant, in which you enclosed 
a copy of a long report received from the Director of 
the Surveys and Engineering Branch, referring to the 
proposed construction program at Shubenacadie. Tenders 
have already been calied for the construction of the 
school building and it is to be hoped that the prices 
will be low enough to permit 4 contract being awarded. 


It would appear from Mr. Wardle's report 
that the greatest difficulty we are going to have in 
proceeding with the pro ;ram {is that connected with the 
water supply. 


Mr. Pratt has discussed the matter on 
two occasions with ir. Purdy, the Member, who does not 
understand why we are finding so much difficulty in 
getting a satisfactory supply of water in this district.

When the tenders for the new school had to be in 
Ottawa by the 3lst of May I had some hopes that the new school 
would be ready for occupation shortly after the beginning of the 
school term. Major D.A. MoDonald, of the construction company 
of the same name, first arrived here on July 4th. About two weeks 
later his foreman and one helper arrived on the scene. They 
were followed on the 24th by a pull-doser and then a cement mixer. 
They picked up som help, both Indian and white, were held up 
some by erratic shipments of lumber, basement window frames, etc., 
and at the present have the basement excavated and the foundation 
walls completed. They are preparing now to install the necessary 
plumbing and pour the concrete for the floor. In exchange for 
the hundred thirty six dollars we owe them for the use of their 
bulledoser on our road, I have arranged to haul them one hundred 
yards of gravel from out pit. It will work out that we will lave 
a little profit which we can use to good advanatage hauling gravel 
on our road. 


Engineer N.A. Sparks of the Engineering and Construction 
Service arrived here to supervise this building on July 17th 
and is still with us. The Chief Engineer, Mr. T.S. Mills, arrived 
here on the 19th inspecting the school site and talked over the 
advisability of drilling another well. At the present rate of 
progress it is problematical whether the school will be in 
readiness before the new yeare 


When I was advised that we were authorized to 

adrili another well I contacted 0.V. Kennedy, Esq., of Bridgetown 
N.S. asking him to come up at his earliest opportunity and go 
over with me the so-called administration centre and select a 
suitable site. He arrived here on the 4th of August and we agreed 
upon what we though would be a likely spot. He promised to 
send his very best machine and operators and the outfit arrived 
here on the 15th. The began work the next day and have been 
working almost continuously ever since. At a depth of 132 ft. 
they-found water which rose to a highth of 30 ft. in the pipe. 
they were not in rock and although the water stayed with them to 
a degree it was not in the desired quantity. They drilled day 
after day and since about 75 ft. it was always in. sand or fine 
gravel. They drove case pipe ajmost foot for fot with the drill 
and at the end of August they had reached a depth of 175 ft. still 
in the same sand and gravel formation.

As you are aware delays which occurred after the award 
of a contract to D.A.Macdonald, General Contractor of Moncton, New 
Brunswick, for erection of the above, prevented the start of oper- 
ations until late in July last. 


Further difficulties of which you have been advised 
regarding trouble experienced by the contractor in obtaining carpenters 
and other skilled labour, has delayed the completion of the contract 
within the time limit set out in the contract agreement namely, 

August 3lst, 1944. 


This Service has endeavoured to obtain from Macdonald 
through Mr. Sparks an approximation of the date by which the build ing 
would be ready for acceptance, and under date of the 10th instant, Mr. 
Sparks has advised that with the exception of outside painting the 
contractor considers all work should be completed by February lst,1949, 


It is our opinion however, in view of progress to date 
and factors contributing thereto, that such a date has very little 
significance. 


We recommend therefore that authority be obtained from 
the Department to extend the date for completion to March 3lst, 1945. 
Under the most favourable circunstances it will likely be necessary 
to provide an amount of approximately $500.99 in 1945-46 estimates 
to cover painting work which will not be completed until next spring.

Attached herewith is a copy of a memorandum received 
from Mr. Mills, Chief Engineer, in regard to the date of 
completion by contract of the Indian Day School at Shubenacadie. 
Delay in the construction of this building has been due to 
labour shortage. The contractor, Major Macdonald, has inter- 
viewed Selective Service officers at Halifax on many occasions 
but gets no assistance as that Service 5 ee takes the 
ne that this project is non-essential and has no prior- 
ty in the labour market, Another disadvantage in seouring 
men is that the wage rates authorized by the Department of 
Labour are not attractive when compared with wages paid for 
similar work in Halifax. The work is also located oo far away 
from any large centre to obtain the benefit of the services 
of soldiers or sailors when on leave. 


You will recall that on November 17th a letter was 
sent to the Associate Director of National Selective Service 
(Mobilization) Sorwarding a formal application from the 
contractor for ten enlisted men. ‘This request was refused. 


Under the circumstances the recommendation of- Mir... 
Mills that the date of completion for the contract be for- 
warded te March 3lst, 1945, is concurred in.

It was 
pointed out et that time, thet while en opinion hed been given 
that work,with the exception of outside painting, might be 
completed February lst, 1945, existing circumstances indice 
ated thet t opinion hed very little significence. An extension 
of time to Merch Slet, 1945 was approved by the Depertment. 


A letter deted the lst instant from Indien Agent Rice, con- 
firmed by a letter from Mecdoneld dated February Sth 1945, 
informs us that due to heavy snowfell and cold weather it has 
become impossible for the small working force obteinable to make 
progress on the building, end operetions have been closed down.

SHUBENACADIE, N.S-+ for quarter ended June 30% 1945. 


Regarding the school, which has been over- 
crowded, it was necessary for me to advise the teacher to 
take part in the morning and the other part in the after- 
noon. The old school requires quite a lot of repairs 
but have kept clear of this because of the erection of 
the new one. The building of the new school is progres- 
sing very slowly because of the scarcity of carpenters. 
Mr. DesRoche, the foreman, claims it is impossible to 
obtain these through the Selective Service, although 
several times he has been promised help but as yet none 
has arrived. Therefore, most of the work is being done 

_with Indian help, which has not been too satisfactory. 
As Mr. Sparks, the Engineer, left for Ottawa the latter 
part of 1944, it has fallen on me to superintend the 
work and to keep the Construction and Engineering Branch 
advised each week. I feel that if the work there keeps 
going at the present rate, it will take another two 
months to complete the job.

With regard to the new School, which is finally 
completed, emcepting installatfon or registers for the floors 
and these have not arrived from the manufacturers as yet. 
This has been a long drawn out process-about fifteen months 
constructing the building. I feel however that MacDonald, 
the Contractor, has done a real good job and that nothing has 
been slichted in any way. We certainly have a nice building 
and it is 4 great credit to the Keserve. Throughout the job, 
most of the work was done by two men and Indians from the 
Reserve sup»lied the remainder of the help. This building 
will require a lot of attention, both inside and outside and 
I intend to burn wood in the furnace for this year, as there 
is plenty on hand, with only two classrooms to be heated. I 
have recommended Joseph Howe, the only competent Indian I 
have, for the job. He Lives near the school and I have 
recommended his salary at the rate of 50.00 per month. 
Although this might seem rather high, yet the building will 

ire someone to look after it day and night and considering 
circumstances, I do not think this rate to be unreasonable. 
I am waiting Departmental instruction on this vatter. As 
had to hire two teachers at the beginning of the school term, 
expecting that the new building would be ready, it has been 
necessary to hive two sessions each day in the old school, 
one in the mornir for the higher grades and another in the 
afternoon for the lower grades. Because there was not room 
in the old school, this has been necessary. 1ediately the 
seats, desks and chairs arrive, I intend to open two rooms 
of the new school as this will be sufficient for this year 
and will be ea-ier to heat. Mr Ross of the Engineering 
Service was her: for two weeks, surveying out the water line 
from the Spring Brook to the Heserve. ke found abundance 
of water and an analysis showed it to be in first class 
condition. He also insvected the new School and found it 
to his entire satisfaction. While construction of the building 
since last Uhristmas, has cen quite a lot of my time, 
due to the fact tiat t ew I ingineer her lir Ross’ 
favourable comme s made fe !

We finally managed to ‘iove into our new Sehool the 
first of November. Two classrooms only are in use and these 
have been kept warm quite easily by burning wood. Because 
the remainder of the School has been closed off, it has 
been possible t> heat th» two rooms fairly easily. However 
I feel svre that when the time arrives and we have four 
teachers, we will have to use coal for a few months in 
place of wood. T had soe gravel spread around on the 
Sehool grounds, Sut there is still considerable work to be 
done in osder t> make the playgrounds attractive. In the 
Spring T will endeavour to get some crushed rock which will 
make it much drier and should show a much greater improve= 
ment. The children are all watohed carefully regarding 
their school attendanoe and in case of absentees, the 
Constable 1s notified and a full explanation is required from 
the parents. We had Mr. Ross from the Survey and Engineering 
Branch, sheoking on the new School and surveying out the 
proposed waterline.

With reference to Mr. Hoey*s memorandum of June 3rd, and 
your notetion thereon dated the 5th instant, you will recall that in 
@ memorandum dated January 14th last, Mr. Hoey asked us to arrange for 
the installation of a cover over tho basement door at the above school, 
according to plans and specifications used at the Eskasoni Sehool. 


As, however, the basement entrance to the Shubenacadie school 
is not in the same relative position to the windows as that of the Eskasoni 
school, it was necessary to revi s the design of the shelter to meet condi- 
tions. 


This we did, ani four blueprints of our drawing, Index. Nos 780 4, 
Sheet No. D3 were forwarded direct to Mr. Hoey with covering letter on 
February 26th last. 


A copy of our letter referred to is attached for your informa- 
tion.

In accordance with « discussion between Mr. Pounder end 
our Chief Architect, Mr. Ross now at Shubenacadic was requested to 
anslyse, with a view to reducing the cost, a tender submitted by 
the Kenney Construction Co. Ltd., the above. 


Mr. Ross hes now replied to our query, edvi sing that on 
error in extending his figures, hed resulted in the estimate being 
$111.80 too high and thet the revised estimate was $715.00. 


This estimate is based on cost plus 10%, ond inoludes « 
contingency amount of 10%. 


Even the reduced estimate of $715.00 appears excessive to 
this Service, but Mr. Ross advised thet if the work is carried out, 
by day lebour in conjuntion with the erection of the water supply 
punp house structure, the cost may be somewhat reduced. He expects 
to have the letter build during the latter part of August. 


It 4s recomnemed therefore, thet authority be obteined 
for Mr. Ross to have the shelter built by dey labour, under the 
arrengements he suggests, and thet eccounts for lebour and materials 
upon his certification, be forwarded directly to the Indien Affeirs 
Branch for payment.

Your notetion dated the 23rd ultimo, on e memorandwm from Mr. Hoey of 
June 6th last, requests a report on the confition of the interior finish et the 
above. 


In thie connection we may coment as follows:- 


It will be recalled thet this school wae built at # time in 1945, when 
eubdsequent delays in obteining materials reeulted in the admittance of considerable 
moisture to the interior of the building and as a consequence the gypsum board 
finish was applied over damp studding. When the building was put into use end the 
heating system began operation, the drying out process began end shrinkege of mate- 
rials with ou beequent movement caused the breaking up and expulsion of the joint 
filler between gypsum boerd dwets. 


During his present assignment et Shubenscadie, our Mr. Rosas noticed this 
condition ani reported it to this office. He stated that when the joints were 
filled, the stendard practice of applying tape over the joints before peinting 
was not observed. It should be stated that this phase ani construction was carried 
out while our supervising officer was unavoidably recalled to Ottawa, at which 
time Indian Arent Rice was endeavouring to observe and report on progress. It is 
evident thet Mr. Rice was unable to interpret our spoification. 


There is no doubt thet the existing situation is unpleasant and it was 
as the succestion to this Service through Mr. Ross, thet a tender for refilling and 
taping tio joints was to have been obtained. 


It was not our opinion however, thet oconplote interior re-painting would 
need to be carried out, or hardwood floors re-vearnished, althouch those items have 
been included in the tender sutmit ted. 


When Mre Ross was in Ottawa recently, he stated that the exterior peint- 
work had not stood up, and thet interior paintwork appeered to tom unsati sfactory 


job. 


Wher it 19 considered that the Contrector D.A+ MeDonald submitted a tender 
for $17,000 for this sohool which was accepted and thet a similer school recently 
completed at Eskasoni cost in the neighbourhood of $55,000, it is obvious that 
through his peor estimating MeDonald lest money and it now appeers that the paintwork 
is one item on which he skimped. 


The tender for refilling and taping the jointe and for reeexcouting a large 
portion of the school paintwork obtained by the Indian Agent and forwarded here by 


JM Werdle,Bsq., 

Director, 

Surveys and Engineering Branch, 
Departuent of Mines and Resources, 
OTTAWA. 
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Mr. Ross quoting an acount of $1852 for all items is reasonable for the anount 

of work involved and the school should benefit greatly by the expenditure, however, 
if the joint filling md taping ise carried out end painting is restricted to the 
necessary retouching, the price could be considerably reduced. 


It is felt, however, thet Indien Affairs would be well sdvised to authorise 
Indien Agent Rice to have all the work covered by the tenier carried out. 


While Mr. Ross could provide supervision, the accounts after certification 
by the Indian Agent, should be forwarded directly to the Indian Affeirs Branch for 
payment. 


When we are advised that a decision has been reached, we will issue the 
necessary instructions to Mr. Ross.

Reference is made to your memorandum of June 6th last 
to which was attached a copy of a tender from Mr. R. H. Russell 
for re-painting the recently constructed Indian dey school at 
Shubenacadie and regarding which you asked for our comments. 


For your information I am enclosing copy of a memorandum 
from Mr. Mills dated July 26th which is seif-explanatory. 


It would appear that during construction of the school 
lumber was used which was not completely dry partly due to un- 
controllable circumstances. Also, it would seem that when the 
contractor learned he was going to lose money on the project, 
he skimped on the paint job, probably on the quality of the 
med and which job may not have been sufficientiy closely 
nspected. 

The combination of these two causes has resulted in the 
present unsatisfactory condition. I may say that similar conditi 
exist in many recently erected buildings in Ottawa. 


haere In view of ail the circumstances we concur in Mr. Mills' 
opinion that Indian Agent Rice should be authorized to»hhve all 
the work covered by Mr. Russeii's tender carried out. . \

Piano for Shubenacadie Indian Day sehool - 


we have received this year many requests for 
pianos for our Indian day schools. These requests have been 
rejected and our policy has been to provide only pianos for. 
day schools of at least three rooms and more in size. ‘his 
policy has been adopted because of the change over in teachers 
which occurs in our Indian day schools. ‘This has resulted 
in our providing a piano for a school one year, to find that 
next year the teacher with musical ability had moved on else- 
where leaving no one capable of using the piano for musical 
inetruction. 


To date the only piano authorized for purchase 
was at the four room Eskesoni Day Sehool. During my recent 
inspection trip to the Maritimes I advised Mr. Indian Agent 
Rice to be on the lookout for a cheap reconéitioned piano and 
to try and advise m if possible, so that the necessary purchase 
order could be obtained. However, this apparently was not 
possible, as most second hand piano dealers naturally want 4 
decision immediately as to whether the instrument is to be 
gold or not. 


Therefore I would recommend the iasuance of a 
purchase order to cover thie reconditioned piano, it has been 
examined by the music teacher at the school and found to be 
entirely satisfactory. There will be no @fficulty in the 
ghubenacadie School with regard to a music teacher, as three 
of the four teachers on the staff are capable musicians.

We may say in this connection that the school was 
the first unit, of what now is a substantial development at 
the Shubenacadie Arvency. At the time of construction no water 
or power services were available, and as a consequence only a 
eravity hot sir system could be installed. 


From Mr. Hoey's memorandum, it is now apparent that 
the Indian Affairs Pranch have decided to install electric 
wiring and hot water heating, from a design this Division pre- 
pared and installed in a similar building at the Eskasoni 
Indian Azvency in Nova Scotia. 


The work is evidently be carried out by employees 
of the Arency staff and local tradesmen under the direction of 
Mr. George Johnson, Caretaker Grade 5, with salvaged materials, 
to which will be added a new boiler and other materials re- 
quired. 


In accordance with Mr. Hoey's request copies of the 
blueprints and specifications as used for the Eskasoni project 
were handed to Mr. E. Morris, Acting Superintendent of Indian 
Acencies for the Maritime Provinces, through whom the opera- 
tions will be processed.

We are returning herewith Voucher No. 82 which 
you forwarded to this office, with a request that our Mr. 
J. Ee Hall investigate the prices shown in the invoices of 
J. D. Barrett of Truro, N.S. 


While in Shubenacadie, Mr. Hall inspected the 
installation of the hot-water system and found the system 
working satisfactorily in the school rooms on the second 
floor. However, one-third of the radiators on the ground 
floor are not working satisfactorily, and the contractor, 
Barrett, states that this is due to the fact that certain 
changes were requested in the installation by Mr. Hargreaves 
of the Engineering Services, which changes also increased 
the cost of installation considerably. It appears that the 
contractor had prepared to instal radiators at or near the 
ceiling of the ground floor, and Mr. Hargreaves insisted on 
having the radiators placed on the floor, which necessitated 
considerable additional work. 


At the same time, it was pointed out that it was 
necessary to transport labour from Truro to Shubenacadie, 
which required 3/4 of an hour each way, as well as transpor- 
tation chargese This, of course, also increased the cost of 
installation. Otherwise, the prices shown on the Barrett 
invoices appear to be fair and reasonable.

It is believed that Mr. Rice, the Superin- 
tendent at Shubenacadie, is to have the contractor, 
Barrett, investigate the actual reasons for the unsatis- 
factory heating by one-third of the radiators on the first 
floor, and just what action will be taken I cannot predict. 
However, it is recommended that your Branch should contact 
Superintendent Rice and give him your instructions, and 
request any further information which you may require in 
this connection.

The following is a brief explanation for the necessity of 
installing the hot water heating system in the above mentioned school, 


The Shubenacadie 4-room school was constructed at a very 
low cost of approximately y20,.00. A hot air heating unit was installed - 
lst to keep the cost down and 2nd electricity or water was not then 
available. The hot air hcating unit proved that it was unable to heat 
the building adequately, in fact, it was never possible at any time to 
heat the two basement rooms, which were to be used for Manual Training and 
Domestic Seience. I held several meetinvs with the Indians in the basement 
during the winter of 1948 and despite the fact that all the heating was 
turned on in the basement rooms, we had to conduct the meetings with over- 
coats and mufflers on. 


When we were dismantling the hospital at Mount Pleasant Air- 
port, at Prince Edward Island, we had a surplus quantity of radiators, vipes, 
elbows, tees, and valves, I pointed this fact out to the officers of the 
School Division and suggested that consideration should be given to 
installing a hot water heating system using these materials, which would 
substantially reduce the cost. At the time it was considered that Mr. 
George Johnston, the caretaker, woula be able to do the work himself in 
his spare time without additional cost for the labour. This did not work 
out for the reason that when Mr. Johnston went over the blueprints he 
stated when asked that he was unable to do the work properly. It was dis- 
covered during the summer of 1948 that the fire pot in the hot air furnace 
was burnt out and could not be used again during the winter of 1948-1949, 
as it would be a fire hazard. With Mr. Jounston unable to carry out the 
work, Superintendent Rice was instructed to investigate the possibilities 
of securing the services of a competent furnace man, or steam fitter who, 
with Mr. Johnston's assistance, would install the new heating unit. In the 
meantime, a hot water heating boiler was purchased, Order #33788. 


ir. Rice was unable to fulfil my request and as it was getting 
late in the season, it was imperative that something would have to be done. 
He sent in a quotation from Mr, J. D. Barrett, which we considered was too 
high. He was again asked to further investigate the possibility of securing 
a lower tender, but was unable to do so for the reason that it was very 
difficult for a contractor to make an estimate of the cost of a job of this 
kind keeping in mind that he had to use second-hand material and supply 
new material where required, After checking over the job, it was 
discovered that an extra quantity of radiators were required; Purchase Order 
#35739, dated November 10, 1948, was placed with Mr, Barrett for them.

This extra radiation was required to meet the specifications of the plans, 
as set out by the Engineering Division for the Eskasoni School, which are 
identical to the Shubenacadie 4-room school, 


It is my personal opinion that this building could have been 
adequately heated with less radiation than was shown on the blueprints 
for the reason that Shubenadadie is located in an area where they have 
very mild winters, as the temperature very seldom goes below zero, However, 
the work has now been done and from reports is entirely satisfactory. ‘The 
cost was considerably less because of the materials supplied from Mount 
Pleasant Airport.

benacadie,very well. Besides being out of repair the 
pbuilding is too small for the purpose intended. Its di- 
mensions are about 12 x 15 ft. and the wall is very low. 
If the roof were repaired, it would make a very good 
place for storing fuel for both school and teacher. There 
is no fuel shed at present and one is required. It would 
be regrettable if anything should happen to ciose the 
Indian Day School at Shubenecadie, because it is doing 
good work, under the capable management of Miss Shortt. 

If tue Department's finances would permit, I 
would advise the construction of a plain building 19 x 25 
ft. and 14 ft. post for the accommodation of the teacher, 
at a cost not to exceed 6800. All the interior of the 
building need not be completed for the present. A bedroom, 
dining room, and small kitchen below stairs, would su-

I have just received from Miss Mary A. Shortt, 
teacher of the Indian day school at Shubenacadie, N.S.. 
your letter to her of the llth. inst. with reference 
to cleaning the teacher's residence recently erected 
there. 

I instructed Missa Shortt to get the work done 
and, therefore, she has no responsibility in the matter. 
TI did not ine it any part of the janitor's duty to 
jo this work, and am of the same opinion still. He is 
paid to furnish fuel to the school and to keep the 
school room in proper condition; and in view of the 
present price of hardwood fuel, he is certainly not 
too well paid for these services. There was no thought 
of a teacher's residence at Shubenacadie reserve when 
he was appointed. 

Mrs. Tanner made a demand on me for $10.00, which 
I refused to consider untél she would submit a proper 
statement of her claim, which she has finally done ,and

You may purchase ani have delivered for the use of the 
schoolroom 1 water pail, 2 granite drinking cups, 1 broom and 5 
yards of towelling. The large dictionary askei for ie not being 
supplied, as we do not furnish dictionaries of this type to Indian 
day schools. 


Regarding the supplies which are reyjuired for the use of 
the teacher's residence, you may purchase 6 window shades complete, 
a small quantity of paint for the floors, 1 stove brush, 1 scrub- 
bing brush, 1 broom, 1 water pail, 1 stove pot, 1 bread pan, l 
dish pan, 1 small wash tub, 1 wash board, 1 cheap clothes line, 

1 dozen clothes pins, 1 cheap dining-room table, 4 cheap chairs, 
1 rogking chair and 1 set of chamber dishes. 


It will be necessary before purchasing the above supplies 
to obtein competitive prices from a number of dealers and purchase 
should ve made from the firm quoting the lowest price. While 
serviceable articles should be obtained, they shoul’ be as ine 
expensive as possible. The Department is leavine these purchases 
in your hands to make the best arrangements you can an’ at the lowe 
est expeniiture.

"The letter (enclosed) is from aubrey Hatt - an 
uneducated, colored man, with whom I have had some trouble 
in keeping from trespassing on the Reserve - the trespassing 
having been reported by the boy's mother, lirs. Charles 
Toney. Mrs. Toney is teaching this boy all she can at home 
and is also having a former school teacher tutor him some 
privately. She objects seriously to having him placed in 
the school at Shubenacadie, as he is her only child and 
she does not want him to be away from home. Just at the 
present time I think his training is adequate and possibly 
irs. Toney's outlook as rerards his being placed in a 
school, at a later date, will change."

If this boy's mother is dead and there is 
no one to care for him the Department doubts the 
advisebility of discharging him from the Shubenacadie 
Residential School simply for the purpose of obtaining 
an extra $12.00 a month separation allowance. Even 
if this amount were paid it would not go to the father 
but would go to the boy or whoever was looking after 
him. If he were pleced with an Indian it is doubtful 
if he would receive as good attention as he is re- 
ceiving in the Shubenacadie School.

In view of the number of applicants for 
admission to Shubenacadie as well as other Indian 
residential schools it has been found necessary 
to adhere as strictly as possible to the require- 
ments of the Indian Act designating 16 years of 
age as the one for discharge. Under these circum- 
stances it is impossible to consider admitting to 
the school a girl of 17 years of age. I, therefore, 
regret that favourable consideration cannot be 
given to your recommendation regarding Sarah Basque.

The Railway fare from Shubenacedie to Newcastle, 
which is the nearest reilwey point to Burnt Church, is $8.65 
single.

RELIEF 


Owing to a number of gations being added on accounts, 
since last revision in June 1941, without any previous appro- 
val of this Department, I again revised the list and you will 
find annexed, the names cancelled, with remarks on esnoh case. 
Total rations cancelled amount to $128.86 per month. 


New lists were then prepared for each of the three ap- 
proved merchants and copies left with the agent, with a letter 
of explanation and instructions. You will also find annexed, 
copies of suoh lists and letter. 


This revision should take care of the relief required 
in the said acenoy. As a matter of fact, the Agent himself ad-= 
mitted some changes sinoe we made drastio cuts in relief, 
last Januarye The Indians appear to realize that we mean bu- 
siness, and therefore, more of them have been going out to 
work than ever in the past. 


RE: Peter Jacobs 


Peter Jacobs was born at Guysboro N.S. He married at 
Buctouche, NeB. but had no children. A second marriace, at 
Riohibueto, and five children were born but all of them died. 
He married’a third time in Prince Edward Island, had five ohil- 
dren, two died as well as the mother; the three living girls 
are : Sarah, 16, Bertha 13, and Mary Laura lle 

He lived in many places and as a rolling stone, gathered 
no mosse He informed me that he had heen living in the fol- 
lowing places : Bathurst, H.B. 50 years 

Ashland, Me. U.S-7 bed 
Gaspe .PeQe 8 " 
Cambridge, N.S. a few months 

The man to day is over seventy. The three girls have 
been staying at Shubenacadie School for some years, and this 
summer, the old man claimed them, pretending to be lonesome for 
them. He has been staying here and there at Maria Reserve, 
but Indians are getting fed up with him, as he is not a mmamber 
of the Band; as a matter of fact he belongs to no band and 
has no house to live in, and there appears to be no vacant 
house on the reserve. fhe man impressed me as being of a de- 
manding type of indian, the kind who believes that we owe it 
all to | and is expecting to get it wherever he feels like 
living, w Shout any e fort on his part. 

As to the girls, the oldest one is visiting here and there 
and appears to be free to @ without much control ; the second 
has poor eyesight, the father said that she received treatment 
while at Shubenacadie, but her eyes are getting worse all the 
time; as to the youngest, she stays also with her father who 
claims she is not properly dressed to go to school. 

My suggestion that he go back where he was born, was 
turned down by the old man. 

Before leaving, I autiorized the Agent to give him 
light relief, until he is advised of the Department's decision 
on the case. 
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The agent informed me that he had notified the Shube- 
nacadie School that Mr. Jagobs wanted his girls back with hin 
and the School wired back to meet them the next day at Camp- 
bellton, NbB. but he did not go, however they were on the Reser- 
ve a few days later with their father. 

I told the Agent that I was surprised that he had not 
taken this matter up with the Department first, and he tnfore 
med me that the former Agent, Mr. J.Adhomar Cyr, told him all he 
had to do was to notify the school ami they would let the 
girls go. 

Although not familiar with proceedings in such cases, 

I thought that so long us the Department had placed the 
ohildren in the sohool and paid for their upkeep, it was only 
fatr that the Department should be consulted in such cases 
previous to taking the children out. 

Mr. Napoleon Cyr was told that in future, he should be 
careful to consult the Department, in matters of which he was 
in doubt, in preference to any one else.

The infor- 
mation contained in Constable Gideon's letter 
is the same as that which we received from Mr. 
Thibault, Inspector of Indian Agenoies for the 
Provinee of Quebec, who visited the Maria Reserve 
recently. 


Indian Agent Cyr had no authority to 
write to you in the mamer he 4id last June. 
The father of the Jacobs girls is in no position 
to support them and they should have been left 
in the Shubenacadie Sohool. We have made inquiries 
but find it impossible to place them in an 
institution near the reserve. I presume that 
under these ciroumstances you will be prepared to 
accept them again and instructions are being issued 
to have them returned to Shubenacadie at an early 
date. 


It is quite gy that the re-admission 


of these children will bring the total pupilage at 
this school over the number for which grant is 
allowed. However, we will adjust this when paying 
the March quarter per capita allowance and at that 
time we will provide supernumerary grant if your 
returns for the December and Mareh quarter show 
that such action is necessary.

On Sept 9, 1943 irs uicCoy, mother of the children, 
died and their foster father, McCoy, «oes not wish to 
look after the children. He says he has so many bills 
to look after that he cannot keep house and is obliged 
to go to the woods to work. He also said that the children 
are Indians and he feels they should be looked after 
by the Indian affairs Branch where they would be with 
their own. 


I told wir McCoy it was rather a strange case and I 
would have to take it up with the Departuwent before I 
could tkae any steps, but I would write to thew and let 
him know as soon as I had a reply. 


If these children are to be looked after by the 
Department I would recommend that they be placed tn 
the Residential School at Shubenacadie as the Mc Coys 
are of a very low class and I would like to get the 
children away from them if we were to look after their 
welfare.

Dr. Moore, our Aoting Superintendent of 
Medical Services, has been notified by the hospital 
authorities in Montreal that this boy must be removed 
from the institution at once, as their ogaery is 
taxed to the utmost. Dr. Moore has been in communication 
with the Indian Agent and has not succeeded at this date 
in seouring an Indian who would be willing to provide 
this boy with board and lodging. as a matter of fact 
go many of our Indians are gainfully employed that 
they are not willing, for the time being at least, to 
assume such responsibilities. 


In addition to the case of Joseph Johnston, 
we are in receipt of a letter from the Indian Agent at 
Fredericton, in which he states that Mary Ann Sebattis, 
age 8, and her sister, Rose Marie, age 6, are urgently 
in need of institutional care. The Agent in his letter 
states:

On or about January 22nd-44 I received 
a letter from Rev. Fr. Smith, P.P. at Amherst, 1/.5. in which 
he reported to me some alleged mistreatment of a 12 year old Indian 
child. This child, Rite Bernard, was staying with her elder 
brother William Bernard at Oxford Jct., Cumb. Co., lie. Her 
parents were both dead and the family were scattered. I'i' 
information came from the wife of the Chief of thés band-/and he 
asked me to investigate. 


I arranged with Rev. Fr. Brown for her 
admittance to the Residential School and sent \im. Bernerd the necessar, 
form to have completed. He declined to send her at the time. 

On April 25th I received another letter from a merchant, lirs 

Rogers of Oxford Jct. written on behalf of Rita,and,at her request, 
In this letter Rita complained of being mistreated, overworked, 
kept from school, etc and asked that I come up and take her 

away. A few days later I received ancther from Rita herself 

asking to be taken awey from her brother's wife as quickly as 
possible. In the meantime I had acknowledged Mrs. Roger's letter 
stating that I would go up on Mey Srd to investigate and take what- 
ever action I thought necessary. 


On the 3rd inst. I took with me a member of the 
R.C.M.P. detachment at Springhill and called on all parties 
concerned. I met irs. Rogers who told me thet she believed Rita's 
story as she was quite familiar with Mrs. Bernard. Rita hed been 
expecting me and expressed 4 desire to go at once to the Res. 
School. I went to interview lirs. Sernerd and found her absent 
picking Mayflowers. I also met with Rita's teacher who stated that 
she thought the Residential School was the best place for her and 
in view of all the evidence I left a note for Mrs. Bernard stating 
that I was taking the child with me to the school in Shubenacadie. 
The R.C.M.P. concurred with me and consequently I placed Rite 
in the Res. School on May 3rd. 
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I might mention that whenever lir. & Mrs. JYernard were away from 
home simultaneously the child was left with an old blind Indian. 
On one occasion both this couple were arrested for being 
intoxicated and while serving their time Rita was again left 
with this old blinds man, 


In view of the fact that Rita's older brothers and sisters 

were not capable of looking after her, that one of them now, Rogdie, 
is serving a 3 mos. jail sentence in ‘ruro, that another, 

Annabel, is an immoral young woman working in and around Halifax, 

I consider that the school is the only satisfactory environment 

for this child, for the next four or five years.

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AGENT'S REPORT ON SHUBENACADIE AGENCY FOR MAY 1944. 


Duri the lest week of April the R.C.M.P. took 
action against Mrg Stephen Bartlett an Indian of Yarmouth 
band. This did not g° to court but resulted in her two minor 
ohildren being escorted to the Residential sohool on the first 
day of May. I later requested the assistance of this force 
to remove from the Yarmouth reservation an unwanted trespasser 
who reputedly held a liquor permit and was bringing intoxicants 
on the reserve.

With reference to your telegram of the 
16th instant, I enclose original application form for 
the admission of Roderick Knockwood to the Shubenacadie 
Residential School. When you obtain the information 
you desire, it would be appreciated if you would return 
the form to this office. 


Mr. Hoey and I have discussed this case 
and it is quite similar to several cases we have 
i other Indian residential schools throughout 

Canada within the last few months. We have been edopting 
the attitude that unless the circumstances are very 
exceptional there 4s not much advantage in going to a 
great deal of expense in returning boys of this age who 
have truanted. It is very unlikely that they would be 
satisfied if they were brought back, and if this suppos- 
ition is correct bars | would be a constant source of 
trouble to the school staff and, in addition would have 
a bad effect on general discipline. This applies partic- 
vlarly where the boy has gone out of the country. In 
the present case, as stated in letter of the 4th 
instant, our information is to the effect that the father 
is working in the State of Maine. It is presumed that 
he is able to keep the boy and I do not feel that there 
4s any particular advantage in spending considerable 
funds in returning him to Shubenacadie at the present 
time. As you know, the R.C.M. Police are extremely co- 
operative with us, but the expense they incur in 
returning truant pupils is a charge against this Branch.

the boy who made a recent escape and joined his family in Maine. 
(Your file 51-0-10, letter dated Jan 19-45) An older brother 
also caused similar trouble when in attendance. The Principal 
thought ,and I concur,that disciplinary action should be taken 
in this case to act as a deterrent should any other similar 
plans be in the making and the girl was taken to the Good 
Shepherd Reformatory for a time.

Enolosed you will find oopy of a letter which I sent 
to Rev. JeW. Brown, Principal of the Indian Residential School 
Shubenacadie, NeS., contents of which are self explanatory. 


As you know, Louis Lafforty also his son, Francis Joseph 
are in the Saint John Tuberoulosis hospital. Two of the boys, 
Harold and Henry were placed in the residential school this 
Fall. Susan (Mrs. Louis) Lafforty and three of her children, 
Mary Ann, age 9; Annie Elizabeth, age 5 and John Joseph, age 3, 
were living near Fairvale Station and receiving help monthly 
from the Indian Affairs Branch. 


Complaints were received to the effect that “rs. Lafforty was 
going to Saint John often and leaving the small children alone 
even sometimes all night. I investigated and found this to be 
true although a Mr. Noel J. Gould was there at the time. He was 
Mrs. Laf@orty's father. 1 presuaded this man to stay with the 
family and get wood for them also cover the shack with tar paper 
and line it inside with sheathing paper. Mr. Gould had agreed to 
stay all winter and for this I was to give him one adult ration. 
This was on November 15th. On November 20th I received a call 
from the Saint John police stating that the CeNeRe police had 
picked up Mrs, Lafforty and handed her over to them but as she 
had started to hemorrhage she was placed in the Saint John Gene 
hospital. They asked me about the children but I assured them 
that the children were not alone as I had been there the week 
previous and hired their grandfather to stay with them. They 
then told me that it would be some time before Mrs. Lafforty would 
be able to go home. 


I went to Fairvale Station and talked to Mr. Gould who told 
me he would not manage there alone and asked me to let him go 
back to his home in Sydney, N.S. stating he was too old to do 
everything. I went to Bloomfield Station and Plumesweep where 
some Indian families were living but none would take the children 
to board. I then returned to Hampton and phoned to Rev. F. Brown

I have been consulted by Benjamin J. Brooks of the 
Indian Reserve at Shubenacadtie Nova Scotia, concerning the 
disposition of his two sons Norman Srooks, and Victor Albert 
Brooks, ten and nine years old respectively. 


These boys are the sons of Mr. Brooks by his first 
marriage. His wife died about five years ago and for the past 
three years these boys have been in the Resident Indian School 
at Shubenacadie. A year ago Mr. Brooks says that Mr. Rice, 
the Indian Agent for that district, advised him that the boys 
after thay had completed this year at school would not be 
required to return. He now understands that it is the intention 
to return these boys to the Resident Indian School at the end 

f the summer holidays. 


Mr. Brooks having remarried and established a home on 
the reservation at Shubenacadie in which he has accommodation for 
these two boys is very anxious to keep them at home with him 
and allow them to attend the new school being completed on the 
Reserve. 


I am advised that lr. Brooks is a good provider and is 
a registered stevedore in Halifax. Also that there is no 
suggestion that these boys are in need of correction a@ detention. 
In view of the above it would seem reasonable that thie man 
should be allowed to maintain these two children in his own home, 
Would you make inquiries about this matter and advise me if there 
is any reason why this can not be done,

This is a good building with a bright basement kept 
in excellent condition. Sister Mary of the Holy Bucharist is in 
charge, and with the aseistance of teaching Sisters the children sre 
orderly and well behaved. As is usual, when visiting schools unier 
their gupervision, the children rendered songs. The attendance ie 
good and the Sister reported that there are only two families not 
making their children attend regularly. She stated that the Family 
Allowance is certainly having a good effect in this respect. 

Agent Arsenault was requested te interview the parents and sdvise 
them that their children aust attend school regularly end on time. 
If not the Pamily Allowance cheques will be eduinistered through the 
agent's office.

Sir,- 


On the Woodstock reserve a few of the 
children are near sighted, two especially so, William 
Polches and Helen Polches, and both need spectacles. 


The sewing and knitting lessons given 
the girls on the different reservations are very much 
liked by them, and excellent progress is being made 
especially among the older girls. 


Lessons on personal cleanliness have 
also been given by the teachers from time to time, with 
excellent results. 


While, however, the girls are being 
taught the uses of the sewing and knitting needles - 
the boys unfortunately have no means of improvement at 
their disposal - and therefore it is that ft am of the 
opinion that if a central Industrial school were built 
where the boys could be taught useful trades, carpenter- 
ing, blacksmithry, tailoring, etc., in addition to 
farming that much good might result. 


It seems to me that the Tobique reserva- 
tion would offer a splendid location for such a school, 
as there is both land and wood available in large 
measure there. 


One thing badly needed in the Province 
is a furniture factory, and it seems to me that if in 
connection with an Industrial School there was a wood 
working factory, the nitive genius of the Indian might 
be turned to good account, for there is no doubt that in 
the matter of carving he easily excels, and there would 
be a good market for his carved work. 


from the Agent at Tobique Point, I 
learned that he was successful in cultivating a taste for 
vegetable gardening among some of the younger men of that 
reserve, and that he had great hopes for the incoming 
year in that branch of industry. In regard to getting ; 
them, however, to keep ta their own particular line of f 
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work, he was not so successful, as the feeling spread 
among them that he was trying to keep them down in- 

stead of advancing them in life. Were a Central 
School (Industrial) estublished here, however, where 

the young men could go after grading from the day schools

However, notwithstanding the discouraging results 
of last year's operations, 1 regard farming us tie particular 


occupation most likely to briny 1 reasonable measure of 


prosperity to our Indians in the end, but under changed con- 


1 am 
quite persuaded that the spasmodic efforts, made from time to 
time, with that object in viev, have been ot very little, if any, 
practical benefit. Such education to be effective should begin 
at an early age and be continued for a certain necessary period.

During my visit in August last to the various 
schools and reserves in the Maritime Provinces, I 
was impressed with the need of the establishment 
of a Residential School for the education and care 
of the orphans and neglected children from the various 
reserves. 


At the present time we have no institution in 
which to place suchcases. There are some thirty-five 
children in institutions in Halifax for whom we are 
vaying a grant for maintenance and tuition at the rate of 
$260.00 per capita per annum. Besides,we have several 
children in institutions in St. John and elsewhere in 
the Province of New Brunswick. We have three children 
in institutions in Prince tdward Island. There are 
quite a number of children for whom it was necessary to 
obtain homes with the Indians for which we pay them 
an allowance. Besides, there are in towns and villages 
Indian children who do not attend any school. 


I am of the opinion that a Resid ntial School 
should be built at a central point convenient to the 
railways and of a size sufficient to accomodate eighty 
children. {nis matter was brought to my attention bysev- 
eral of ouragents and Father RKyan, Inspector of Indian 
Schbols for the Province of liew Brunswick. They all 
emphasized the need of an institimtion of this kind being 
established at an early date.

"I feel that we are now up against a great problem 
for the most of our reserves, in not having an industrial 
sohool to care for about 50 of our school children (or more) 
who are not attending school. Now that the Dept. has pro- 
vided schools and teachers and books - free to them, the 
next step is to get same to attend school. Parents take 
their children away with them to different places, while 
others will not send their children at all to school. Why - 
They say the children do not like to go. It seems a pity, 
for in many cases, it is the brightest children who remain 
away from school, and that, at the early age of 12 or 13. 
What is the result? Their children exercise a very bad 
influence on those going to school, again, the Government 


Industrial School. 


jean readily understand what their children are doing about 
‘the shores and all day long in idleness. Now, can we 


pucceed under such relaxation in bringing about better con- 


/ditions among our Indians? There are many orphans cast into 
o/ the hands of other Indian families to care for - for which 
‘the Dept. pays certain sums of money. Very often this money 


only promotes idleness among such Indian families while the 
poor little orphans get little or nothing. 


I should think the Maritime Provinces should have 
such a school at once. In fact, the absence of this Industrial 
School has, in the past 20 years, proven 4 grave financial 
drainage to the Dept. and more than that, new avenues of 
alarming financial waste have been opened up to no good purpose, 
®hat can only be closed by such an Industrial home. Could the 
Government be made see this, I feel that in lese than twenty 
years from the time this home was built, that such a financial 
leakage would be checked as to almost pay for such a home, be- 
sides the Indian question in the Maritime Provinces would then, 
and only then, be solved for all time. 


Every day we remain without this Industrial School, 
we are going back, and education is costing more with but little 
results."

Dear Mr. Boyd: 


Pursuant to our conversation, I have to inform you 
that it is my intention to arrance for the early erection of 
an Indian residential school in liova Seotia. As you are well 
aware, there are many Indian children, for whom a suitable 
home must be provided if they are to receive an education. We 
already have a large number of children in institutions in 
Halifax and elsewhere and there are others for whom wo are 
paying board while they reside in foster homes on the reserve. 


I believe that an institution to accommodate 125 
children is required. There should be a suitable farm with 
plenty of pasture land. In addition to the main building 
there will be required a barn, hen house, implement shed, cold 
storage and other outbuildings. The children would receive 
acadesiic training, as well as instruction in farming, gardonine, 
care of stock, carpentry in the case of the boys and for the 
girls, domestic activity. 


Such an institution would require 4 reverend 
principal, an assistant, a farm instructor, an engineer- 
carpenter and porhaps one labourer. ‘The domestic and class- 
room activities should be in the hands of from eight to ten 
Sisters, who would, cf course, be under the general super- 
vision of the Rev. «“rinoipal. 


The Lepartment is prepared to undertake the capital 
expenditure necessary for such an institution and its equipment 
as soon as Yarliament provides the necossary funds. There is 
an appropriation to commence the avtivity this fiscal yoar and 
I am hopeful that arrangements oan be made for a suitable site 
and for some building activity this summer. 


It is the practice, with institutions of this «ind, 
to meet the major portion of the current expenses by a per 
capita grant - so much per child per annum, based upon the 
actual attendance. in the case of this school, I believe a 
grant of {150 should be allowed.

I called at HWalifax on my way 
home from Ottawa in April. ‘is Grace was then in 
Bermuda; but I interviewed Father McMannus and left 
the plans and prospectus of the proposed school with 
him. He has submitted them to the advisory committee, 
and they have been approved, 


It is tre intention of the Halifax 
eclesiastical authorities to appoint Sisters of 
Charity as teachers of the institution. These have 
an enviable reputation as successful teachers; and 
one of the Order, who is now in western Canada, has 
instructions to visit the Blood River school for the 
purpose of obtaining first-hand knowledge of the 
methods used in conducting it.

Memorandum: 


We wish to report that, on the 20th and 21st 
instant, we were in Hefifax for the purpose of meeting the 
Roman Catholic Church authorities, concerning the proposed 
Indian residential school at Shubenacadie and to look into 
pbuilding materials and sources of supply. 


We met the committee appointed by His Grace the 
Archbishop of Halifax, and, after conveying the greetings 
of the Honourable the Superintendent General and yourself, 
we explained the Department's proposal. Rev. Father 
C. E. Melianus, of St. Mary's Cathedral, Halifax, Chairman 
of the committee, gave assurances of their eagerness to 
cooperate and appeared quite willing to have the proposed 
{institution come under our regular scheme for schools of 
this class. After going somewhat into details concerning 
the management and financing of an Indian residential 
school, we discussed the service that can be given to the 
Indian children who might be enrolled there. A set of 
plans and literature concerning Indian residential schools 
were left with Father lMiciianus. 


It is proposed to secure the Sisters of Charity 
for the donestic and classroom activity, and we visited 
their Mother House on the Bedford Road, near Halifax. 

Their institution and the Sisters we met made a very 
favourable impression and they, too, seemed quite eager to 
go into Indian work. We left with them, also, a set of 
plans and literature concerning residential schools. The 
Mother General of the Order is at present in \/estern Canada, 
and she and her staff arranged to visit the Blood Indian 
Residential School, to get firsthand information concerning

Memorandum: 


Om Tuesday, the 19th instant, we arrived at 
Shubemacadie, HN. S., to examine properties there for the 
proposed Indian residential school. J. L. Ileley, LL.B., 
of Kentville, M. 2. for Hants-Kings, met us there and 
assisted until a final selection was made. At the outset, 
we had a preliminary look at the various sites that had 
been brought to your attemtion by letter, and, without 
much hesitation, we soom confined our interest to the 
Etter and Gay farms, which were carefully examined. 
Certaim local persons with some influence were desirous 
that the Dewis property be included in the final examin- 
ation, but Mr. Ilsley amé ourselves could not agree that 
it was suitable enough to be worthy of comparison with 
the other two. 


It was considered advisable to proceed to 
Halifex for the 20th and 21st, for the purpose of meeting 
the church authorities amd to look into lding materials 
and sources of supply. The final selection of a site was 
postponed until Friday, the 22md. On that date the Etter 
and Coy farms were examined with comsiderable care. hile 
the first mamed property appeared to possess more possib- 
i4lities as a productive farm - a much wider choice of 
acreage being available for purchase - from every other 
eugie the Gay property was more suitable. 


The Cop _proverty ie situate one-half mile from 
the station at 5S macadie - immediately om the outsxirts 
of the village. The site is reached by a good road leading 
directly from the village - a distinct advantage over the 
other properties,in that it is not necessary to cross the 
railroad when travelling to and from Shubemacadie. When it 
is poimted out that this railroad ie the main line of the 
C. HN. R., ower which there is heavy traffic, the importance 
of this to the staff and children will be understood. The 
farm comsists of approximately 65 acres of cultivated 
upland, 50 acres of woodland - 10 of which have alre been 
cleared sufficiently for pasture, and 17 acres of ma land, 
which produces hay perenially without attention. The 
yeogeuvaes surroun it appear to be clean and well cultiv- 
ated. We consider this Gay » Which consists of 150 
acres, more or less, large enough for the needs of the 
pro 4 institution for some time to come. The land appears 
to clean and productive and is im one block. It should 
be mentioned that a fresh water jake, suitable for bathing, 
boating and fishing, just touches the northern boundary of 
the Gay farm. 


Om this property is am ideal building site. It 
commands a view of the coumtryside in all directions and the | 
building will be seen from the railroad and from all of the | 
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a roads rumming in and out of Shubemacadie. The site 
selected also provides ample opportunity for excellent 
easnege and water supply the Shubenacadie river peing less 
than 100 yards from the spot for the buatseeg. Bleotric 
current and telephone connection are available. 


We wish to point out that 4t was impossible to 
Locate a building site om the Etter property which was at 
all close to the railroad or maim highway, and the drainage 
facilities were not at 811 com ple with those of the Gay 
property. This also 4 ies with more force to the Dewis 
property, but, in addition, the Dewis property's only 
possible site for the building was dmmediately over disfig- 
uring gravel pits and senereliy rough ground. It was 
represented to us that & siding which was close to the Dewis 
property would be 8 big advantage. However, this feature 
was not worthy of serious thought as all materials would have 
to be wloaded from the cars into @ vehicle and hauled up & 
@iffioult grade to the pbuilding. The Gay property, without 
railroad to crose and only & few hundred yarde farther from 
@ railroad station, had t distinct advantage of being near 
@ post office and business community. lie were warned by 
certain interested parties that the road leading to the Gay 

operty, which happens to be the main road to Maitland, was 

ooded at certain seasons of the year. We made soveral 
enquiries from independeat sources in this connection and we 
learned that the road was flooded for an hour or two & day 
4n the spring of certain years omly, but that it was not 
4mpassable even when flooded. 


Mr. S. J. Etter wanted $13,500 for his farm, which 
consists of 270 acres. A Lot of the value of this property 
is tied up im the buildings, the most important of which 
would have to be removed in the event of an Indian residen- 
tial school being erected there. Mr. George Gay, in his 
written offer to Mr. Indian Agent Lawlor, asked $9,000 for 

but we were able to secure from an option 
$7,000, provided he be allowed to harvest 
promised to do the fall ploughing and 
otherwise prepare the fields for next year's farming 
operations. 


We wish to recommend that the farm of George Gay 
be surveyed at an early date, with a view to determining 
not only the exact sise of the property but also the best 
pbuilding site. If everything is found as has been repres- 
ented to us amd the title is satisfactory, we believe it 
advisable to arrange the purchase. In our opinion it is 
easily the best property near Shubenacadie for an Indian 
residentiel sohool. When title is being gearohed, it should 
be ascertained what privileges the owners have in eonnection 
with the lake that touches the property and if there isa 
right of way around ite southern extremity,

The Department will allow a certain 
amount of live stock and cultural machinery, so that 
there will be farm and nm products for the use of the 
gohool during the following winter. Taking everything into 
eonsideration, I believe it advisable for you to come to 
Ottawa some time duri the next three months. If you will 
intimate what time would be suitable for you, I shall be 
able to name a dafinite date.

5., as deseribed in enclosures here- 
with. ‘hese properties are for the purpose of an Indian 
residential school whieh we are about to establish. I an 
enclosing (A) a copy of interim letter of Rh.

G. &., Surveyor of Orown Lands, of Halifax, (B) hie desorip- 
tion of the Gay property which inoludes by way of an excep- 
tion a deseription of the Miter Lot, (Cc) a copy of Mr.

I should be grateful if you would have your agent 
at Windsor investigate the titles to these two properties 
and, if found satisfactory, to prepare eonveyances to “His 
Majesty as represented by the Superintendent General of 
indian Affairs."

I overlooked the advisability of reviewing with you 
yesterday certain circulars and forms that we have prepared fron 
time to time. These are going forward to you under separate cover, 
along with the Census and Indian Aet. 


(1) 1@ the application for admission form, which should 

go to Indian Agents as soon as filled in properly. In the case of 
he Shubenacadie Indian Residential School, you will find that most 
of these applications are filled in, in the first place, by Agents 
themselves. (2) has reference to recruiting, one section of which 
is obsolete and I have struck it out. (3) is the formal notice to 
be used if compulsion, under Section 10 of the Act, is to be en- 
foreed in any individual case. Until you are thoroughly acquainted 
with our practice in this connection, it would be advisable to have 
Indian Agents correspond with the Department concerning each case 

to which this section of the Act should be applied. (4) hasises 
that applicants must be medically fit. (5) has to do with f- 
breeds and the religious question - the latter will not be any real 
worry in Hova Scotia as practically all our wards there are (Catholic. 
You will have many half-breeds brought to your attention, however, 
and much care will have to be exercised here. Hach case should be 
referred back to the Indian Agent so that the status of the applicant 
can be definitely determined, if possible.

I have attached a draft of this letter to these forms 
so that you can keep all in your office for reference purposes. 


I am enclosing, in duplicate, the memo we prepared which 
hae reference to the number and duties of the staff. I filled in, 
in peneil, from the latest annual statement of the Blood Sehool, 
whieh was recently visited by a committee of the Sisters of Charity. 
You will note that they have seven Sisters on the staff. Most such 
schoole would prefer to have a Sister in the senior boys' classroom 
as well. This would make eight. It is possible that the laundry 
duties are divided among the Sisters. Most schools would have a 
Sister for the laundry activity. Personally, I like the establish- 
ment as shown on the tabular statement for a school with a pupilage 
of 90. The senior teacher would be for both boys and girls - we 
believe in co-edueation, of course. This teacher would have the 
Older pupils who are in school but half a day. If there were 60 
in thie category, that would make 30 in each of the morning and 
afternoon classes. This would give a junior classroom 40 pupils, 
or they could be divided into two groups so that more personal 
attention could be given by the Sisters in charge. If one Sister 
could £111 the dual position of nurse and boys' matron, (See my 
bracket), it might be well for the girls' supervisor to assist in 
the kitehen or in the sewing room, wherever her time was most 
needed. Such an establishment of Sisters would not necessarily 
be increased until the pupilage was approaching 120. 


I trust that you have had a profitable visit to the 
Mohawk Institute and that your journey home was not monotonous.

on institutional aetivity, whieh hae the advantage of 
placing child under Christian influence and super~ 
vision for 24 houre of the day. The separtment of Indian 
Affaire soon recognised the socio-eeoncuic advantace of 
the residential sehool. Crdered habits, donestio arte 
for girle, farming, gardening, eare of live etock, 
earpentry ané other trades for boys were of much interest 
to the State. The vepartment supported these residential 
eehoole ané established others, placing emphasia on 
yoeational as well as seademic training, and today they 
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are the chief factor in our Indian edveational programme 
weet of the Great Lakes. 


To return to the problem in eastern Canada, 
where the sehool has, and will have, the more impor- 
tant part, there remaine the provision for orphans, 
dllegitimates and negleeted children. Further, 

Indian ehildren live too distant from Indian or publie 
Gay sohools to attend regularly. ‘To eare for all these 
under-privileged children, the residentiel sehool has 
been found the most sat isfeetory Solution. There are 
6 sueh sehools in the vicinity of the Great Lakes. 


It ie for the under-privileged Indian ehiléd 
of ova Seotia and the other liaritime Yrovinces that 
the Indian Keeidential 5ehool at Shubenacadie is being 
established. 


The De mt conducts 22 Indian day sehoolse 
on the reserves the Maritimes - 11 in Nova Sootia, 
10 in New Srunmswiek and one on frince ddwerd Island. 
These inetitutions solve the ordinary problem. There 
Temain the under-privileged children. Cver 60 of the 
most urgent eases are in convents and orphanages in 
Halifax and other centres. ‘There are now 50 additional 
children needing maintenance as well as education. 
These will form the nucleus for the pupilace of the 
Shubenaeadie Sehool. Agoommodation for 125 is being 
provided. The 45 children required to f111 the sehool 
will be reoruited from among those who are of or with 
families in a semi-destitute condition. The cost of 
maintaining pupils in our own sehool will be less than 
the fees paid to private institutions. Further, at 
Shubenacadie, the physical equipment and the courses 
of instruction are especially designed to meet the 
particular needs of our wards. 


The educational activity at Shubenacadie will 
be seademio and vocational. Classroom work will be 
comparable to that in the public sehools of Nova Seotia 
and will be inspected, at our request, by officers of 
the vrovincial Department of idueation. Girls will be 
trained in the domestic arte; and boys, in farming, 
gardening and the care of stock. Later, it may be 
possible to give a thorough course in manual training. 
It ia the object and desire of the Department that 
graduates of this sehool will become self-supporting 
and will not return to their old environment. 


Practically 100% of the Indians in the 
Maritimes are Koman Catholio and the Department has 
secured the services of the heverend Father Mackey for 
principal and the Sisters of Charity for the inside 
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staff. These ehureh workers will be responsible for 
the school activity, generally, and will see that the 
papile receive a training in religious education. 


At these residential sehools, the Department 
ovides the buildings, Zarm and etoek and whatever 
ehings ané equipment are necessary at the outset 

for their satisfactory conduct. There ie allowed a 
per eapita grant, based on the average attendanoe. 
shis % and the farm or other sehool —— ea 
for all current expenses, except classroom equipment, 
medical serviees and druge, and are used for replacing 
worn out equiyment. Major repairs to buildings ané 
mechanical plant are @ by the Lepartment and are not 
@ charge on sehool grant or other earnings. The manage- 
ment ie expected to look after minor repairs and to 
keep all property in good eondition.

The Indian Residential 3ohool at Shubenacadie, which 
oy be opened in the near futrre, has been erected by the 
partment of Indian Affairs for the academic instruction and 
vocational trai of those Indian children in the Maritimes 
whose needs are not being satisfied by the day schools which 
are eondueted on the Indian reserves. Accommodation has been 
provided for 125 ehildren and the necessary staff of instructors. 


The Department of Indian Affairs conducts 22 day schools 

on the Indian reserves of the Maritimes - 11 in Nova Scotia, 10 
in New Brunewiek and one on Prince Edward Island. These schools 
solve the ordin problem. There remains the necessity of 

wid for or @, neglected children and those who live teo 

stant from day sehools attend regularly. It is for these 
underprivileged children that the residential sehool has been 
erected at Shubenacadie. There are 6 sueh institutions in the 
vieinity of the Great Lakes in Ontario and many in Western 
Canada, but the one lately eonstructed in Nova Seotia is the 
first residential sehool for Indian children in the East. For 
some time it has been known at Ottawa that a sehool of this 
kind was needed in the Maritimes.

It 
is intended, primarily, for the benefit of orphan and 
neglected Indian children of school age, or children 
whose parents are in destitute circumstances or unable 
from other causes to have them attend day schools on 
their reserves. 


Rev. J. A. McDonald, Indian Agent, Grand 
River, has been requested to make enquiries regarding 
any Indian children in Prince Bdward Island who should 
be placed in the new Shubenacadie School. Any children 
whom he recommends, if they comply with the Department's 
requirements, as stated above, will be admitted when the 
school is ready. 


Rev. Father J. PB. Mackey has been appointed 
principal, and, under the Department's direction, he 
will have general charge of the school.

There is record of day schools in var - 
ous parts of the West, all conducted 
by Roman Catholic, Church of Eng- 
land and Methodist missionaries. in 
British Columbia the New England 
Company began work early in the 10h 
century from which developed the 
present Lytton Indian Residennar 
School. 

At the time of Confederation the 
Indian schools, few in number, paid 
small salaries, and attendance wae 
irregular, thus making the schools 
ineffective. 

During the year ending March 3st, 
1927, there were 77 residential schools 
and 2% day schools in operation ‘n 
Canada—a total of 327 Indian schools. 
In addition the Department of Indian. 
Affairs assisted in the maintenfnce 
of 16 combined white and Indian 
schools. The total enroliment for the 
year was 14,710, and the average at- 
tendance 10,541. Several of the church- 
ea were actively engaged in the man- 
| agement of both residential and day 
schools. This co-operation of the 
churches in the case of residential 
schools such as the one now estab- 
lished at Shubenacadie, was as foi- 
lows: Roman Catholic, 42; Church of 
Engtand, 20; United Church, 13; Pres- 
byterian, 2 


VOCATIONAL TRALNING 
AT ALL SCHOOLS 


In addition to the regular academic 
work at all Indian schools, there is 
vocational training at all the residen- 
tial schools. At the new institution 
at Shubenacadie there will bo farm- 
ing, gardening, the care of stock, 
manual training and domestic instruc- 
tion. There also the possibility of 
the Department of Indian Affairs as- 
sisting ex-pupils of residential schools 
to start farming and housekeeping 

At Shubenecadie, am at all other 
Indian residentia! schools, the provin- 
cial curricula are followed and fully 
qualified teachers will be engaged. Ar- 
rangementa will be made with the 
Provincial Department of Education 
for the services of regular public and 
separate hoo] inspectors for super- 
vision. There will be medical Inspec- 
tion, and Department officers will 
constantly supervize the vocational 
training. 

All equipment in the new structure 
along educational lines will be the 
Trost modern, and every possible fa- 
cility for the advancement of the 
under privileged Indian will be pro- 
vided.

I have your letter of the 5th instant, relative to the 
complaint of Chief Dan L. Francis, Cambridge Reserve, regarding 
the Shubenacadie Indian Residential School. The Department has 
noted the statements made by Chief Francis relative to the pupils 
mentioned in your letter. 


I may say that very little reliance is placed on the Chief's 
statements. The pupils at this school are well treated, and we 
are sure the reverend sisters would not permit any uncleanliness 
or vermin on the children under their charge. The fact that a 
child is homesick, or that the parents want their children home to 
run errends, etc., can receive little consideration. You should 
explain to Francis that this school is regularly inspected, and that 
4t ie being conducted in the best intereste of the children. The 
Department suggested, when replying to his letter of the 30th 
ultimo, that he visit the school, and the Principal would be glad 
to explain to him the work being done and give him any information 
he wanted regarding the treatment the children are receiving. 
The Principal was also written and asked to give him an opportunity 
to see through the school in order that he would be satisfied 
there are no grounds for complaint. You might also suggest to him 
that he visit the school and see for himself the work that is being 
done.

Truro. N.S. — Claiming that “tip. 
ping, basket and axe-handle making” 
are the natural trades of his people, 
an Indian of the Truro Reserve, writ- 
ing under the nom de plume “Gloos- 
cap,” expressed his views in the Let- 
ters to The Editor Column of the 
Truro News on the proposed Indian 
College to be built at Shubenacadie, 
N.S. 

‘Not very long ago.” the letter 
states, ‘I was asked what I thought 
of our some thousand dollars Indian 
College at Shubenacadie where the 
final touches of our long drawn ‘ci- 
vilization’ is to be given, where every 
thing ‘Indian’ is to be forever obli- 
terated or east into the Bottomless 
Pit. 1 was told, in less than ten years’ 
time, some smart young Indians can 
become Priests, Doctors, and law- 
yers, young squaws, school teachers, 
stenographers and sales ladies just 
like the Whites today. 

“Remembering my own experience 
of the effects or consequences of 
White Man's education upon an In- 
dian and knowing how unchangeable 
Lo The Low Indian is, I had to utter 
one of my great-great grand Father's 
grunts and prayed to our old Father 
Glooscap to come and save us which 
1 hope he will do, for to be an Indian 
is to be forever in constant state of 
being nothing more than a looker on, 
longing for the good things of this 
world which he sees but never can get.) 
It is nearly forty years, since the 
| Indians schools were introduced in all 
our Reservations in Nova Scotia. 
Millions and millions of dollars have 
been spent to educate ‘The Indian.’

As for 
eT equipment in the school supplied by the 
Depn .rtment it was sufficient for one hundred 
twenty-five children. This number was to be the 
capacity of the hool according to your letter of 
February 17, 1925, 51-0-1, snd the copy of Dr. 
Scott's lett: r to Ur. Ilsiey of March lst, 1929. 
By this I do not mean to infer that we should 
not take more children, but only to prepare vou 
for additional eouipment for which we are asking.

We had to make an apology to Miss MacDonald, 
daughter of my friend, the Agent.

Reverend Sir: 


A complaint has been received that no Indians 
are employed in 2 capacity at the Shubenacadie Indian 
residential school. I realize that this is unfair 
criticism due to the fact that the Department is fully 
aware of the manner in which the lay staff of the 
school was selected. At the same time I felt it was 
advisable to brine the matter to your attention in omer 
that you may make whatever comments you consider 
advisable. 


In replying I should appreciate receiving a 
report regarding the vocational training given both 
the boys and girls. In this connection I wish to 
have up-to-date information on file. You will remember 
that I wrote to you in reeard to vocational training 
on June 14, 1937. 


The present Minister is continually urging 
that increased attention be given to vocational training 
of pupils in Indian residential schools. I know that 
this involves extra equipment and possibly an additional 
member on the staff and while our funds are limited we 
are prepared to assist at least as far as money available 
will permit. As a matter of fact it is neither necessary 
nor advisable to install expensive equipment as very 
valuable training can be given with a comparatively 
small outlay of funds. 


I shall await your report with interest.

In reply to your letter, with regard to "that no Indians 

are employed in a capacity at the Indian Residential 

School" The school was opened for pupils in February, 

1930. From among all the pupils in attendance since that 
date to the present time, we have recommedned and received 
approval from the Department of Indian Affairs that one 

girl go on for higher education. This éirl, Elsie Charles, 
ig now @ qualified teacher for this Province. Two years ago 
there was an opening in an Indian day school. We recommended 
at the time that the girl be given this school... The Agent 
of the district was very much opposed to such procedure, 
saying quite emphatically that he had tried Indian teachers 
on previous occasions, and found either that they were no 
good, or that the Indians themselves refused to co-operate 
in the least. At thet time we thought the matter over 
thoroughly of employing the girl as a last resort at the 
school here. Afta we had considered the matter, we came 

to the conclusion that it would not work out to the ade 
vantage of anyone, 


This may be the matter towhich you have reference in 

your letter, Had you let us know the source of the complaint, 
and the exact matter complained about, we would be in a 

much better position to reply definitely. As it is we will 
cover as much ground as we think necessary, but even at that, 
we may be far astray from the point. 


As for the men employed, three on full time, and the night 
fireman, for about five months out of the year. They are the 
farmer, assistant famer, and carpenter-engineer., These 

men have been employed since 1929-1930 and have given satis- 
factory service, As for extra labor, in all building operations, 
there has been no extra labor, except for plasterers and 
electricians. Until this last summer we have done all farm 
work without any extra help, But this last year we had very 
few big boys here during haying time, and haying work was de-~ 
layed on account of rainy weather. ‘The situation as far 2s the 
hay was concerned was getting serious, and so we decided that 
as soon as the weather cleared, we would hire two extra men am 
rush the operation. Our own male staff worked sixteen hours 

a day, and the hired help ten to thirteen hours a day. One of 
the hired men was A] Gass who has been employed on the staff 
as night fireman for the past few years, so we really hired 
ohly one extra man. We know of no Indian who in any way could 
take the place of any of our regular staff, and at the time 
we required the extra labor, most of the Indians capable of 
doing the work, were on the road making their way to Maine for 
picking potatoes, 
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We may have missed the point in the complaint made to you, 
but we think that we have covered fairly well the matter 
of the staff and the question of extra labor. 


As for the vocational training, or manual training - as we 
understand it, that would mean all work other than read ing, 
writing and arithmetic done in the class room. We will try 
and cover that in a general sort of way and enclose with 
this letter our schedule of work outside the regular class 
room. 


At the opening of school in September, we make a list of the 
older boys, usually numbering from twenty to thirty boys, 

divide them into teams of five or six, mixing up the exper- 
ienced with the inexperienced, having each team as nearly 

equal to the other as possible, A copy of the team list ie 
posted in the dairy, recreation room, and we have a copy in 

the office, Their duties are the barn chores and milking, 
morning and evening for one week at a time. It usually works 
out to be about ten weeks for each team. If the farm work calls 
for boys, we usually try to use these same boys who are on for 
milking duty, It sometimes happens that in one team of five or 
six boys, that two or three may be in different classes in 
school and sometimes different rooms. So in that case we try to 
have boys of the same class out of school at tne same time, In 
the early fall when the root crop is gathered in, there would 

be twelve to twenty of the bigger boys out of the classroom 
until this work is cleared up. ‘Then of course there are days 
and weeks when not more than one or two boys would be employed 
at farm work during the time when classes are held. In the 
spring, for the planting, the same applies as for the fall. As 
you well know, a good part of the farm work is done during July 
and August, when so many of the older boys, because they have 
reached the age for discharge are not here, Also, so many more 
have gone hom for vacation. So there are only a few boys who get 
the in-between work, that is, between the planting ani harvesting. 
Again, as you would expect, we have the boy who has reached the 
a@e of fourteen, and yet is small of stature and not a strong 
constitution, and therefore, it cannot be expected that he would 
take his turn at the heavier work. These are usually employed 
around the house, from taking meals to those who may be sick, 
to washing dishes and cleaning up refectory, recreation, toilet, 
and wash rooms, We feel that every child capable of work should be 
impressed with the idea that if they are to get along, they must 
work. 


As for the manual training - from the time the echool opened, 

we have built two dwelling houses, a hog house about seventy five 
feet long by eighteen wide, a dairy and ice house, about 18 x 32, 
an addition to the feed room. As we have said before the only 
outside work we had for these buildings were for plastering and 
electric wiring, am one exception for excavation and cement work 
of one house, At that time we had very few big boys. All the 
bigger boys had their share in the work of erecting those buildings, 
from beginning to end, ami the ones who were anxious to learn, did 
learn, but what can anyone do with a boy whe does not want to learn, 
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Agein, as far as work in the school is concerned, we 
hed outside painters in for the painting in the Chapel, but our 
carpenter-engineer and the boys worked under their instructions. 
Our carpenter-engineer learned something from that job, as can 
be seen from the painting done since that time in the class 
rooms, sewing rooms, and other rooms in the house. All the bigger 
voys, of course, help with the painting. All repairs, replacing 
window frames, glass, etc., is done with the help of the boys, 
which, by the way, is a very practical thing for an Indian to 
learn. All our sleds, twenty double runners, were made here, but 
we oobi saw out the runners and bunks and beams because we have 
no band- e painting and keeping in repair these sleds dur ing 
the coasting season makes up quite e bit of work, and naturally 
the boys use the hammer, saw, screw driver, wrench, etc., at 
this work. We don't know whether or not you noticed it, but we 
have had no outside help for plumbing and heating. We have had 
considerable work with leaky pipes, clogged drains, and many 
necessary replacements here and there. This work has been done 
by the carpenter-engineer and the boys. There are many more things 
along the same line which we could mention, but we don't think 
that is necessary. With the equipment we have, we think, that, al 
things considered, these boys have an opportunity to learn many 
things which should stand them in good stead at a future time. 


It is true that we do not maxe a particular drive at 
making baskets and axe handles, The market for these things in 
this locality is over supplied, and if we can teach the boys here 
to do some of the things that the boys on the reserve do not do, 
then we are bettering their own chances and leaving the market 
for baskets, etc., to those who need it most. Again, these boys 
are only sixteen years of age when they leave here, and if they 
want to learn basket making for a living, it is not too late. 
During the two months they are home for vacation, they learn the 
business, because we have no trouble in getting baskets am other 
things made for our own use here. 


In the manual training room, we have a harness sewing 
machine, a boot and shoe sewing machine, a boot repairer stand, 
and part of a lathe which we picked up at the Navy Yard in Halifax. 
All out foot wear is repaired here, and the boys have the oppor=- 
tunity of learning. The lathe or vart of the lathe which we have, 
we use for repairing chairs, etc., turning rungs, etc. The tools 
used in turning out this wood work are borrowed and have been used 
here for the past few years. ‘The boys see this work done but do 
not actually do the finer part of the work, because the fixtures 
are such that one has to be most careful and it is not safe enough 
to cover their carelessness. 


We have been told by one who has had charge of an Indian 
School for nearly twenty years, that thie school is in excellent 
condition, and better than some which were built about the same time, 
We don't know whether this is true or not, because we have only 
had the opportunity of visiting one other Indian Residential 
School and that only for a short time. However, the day may come 
@oon when we will be given the opportunity of visiting some of 
the long established schools and learn from them how we can improve 
matters here. 
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We are getting tired of writing this, and no doubt you are 
weary from reading it. Nevertheless, we are going on to the 
work of the girls and follow that with some suggestions which 
may or may not be practical, 


As with the boys, so with the girls. At the beginning of 
the school term we make a list of the bigger girls, placing 
the few who have been here during the summer at the bottom of 
the list. During the regular work, four girls am two Sisters 
are in the kitchen. Each week one girl leaves and another goes 
in, so that each girl has one month of kitchen work. For the 
girl going to the kitchen for the first time, her work does not 
require much experience, but by the end of the month, she will, 
if she wants to, have learbed a good deal. The list is not so 
long but that each girl will have two turns during the school 
term. During the time of preserving, two or more girls with 
experience are employed at that work. The girl leaving the 
kitchen, comes to my dining room, with a Sister present. She 
is taught how to set the table, and serve the meal. ntering 
the kitchen, say, two years before leaving the school, we 
feel that each girl, again if she wante to learn, can gain 
valuable experience. As would be expected we have to consider 
the girl who is small for her age, ami not strong enough for 
the work. The laundry work works out quite regularly. The 
mending and darning, 21m there is plenty of that, is done by 
whole classes at a time. The new work, in sewing blouses, 
middies, skirts and pants, requiring the use of sewing machines 
is done mostly by the same girls, who are on the list for 
kitchen work. To this is added knitting for both boys amd girls, 
so that all mittens am winter stockings are made here. Again 
there is what we call the fancy work, hem stitching, tatting, 
cpocheting, cut-work, mat hooking and quilt ing. In the Spring 
of each year we get the patterns of five or six dresses, The girls 
who are leaving at the end of June, pick their pattern, do 
the cutting and sewing, in fact, make the dress to suit am fit 
themselves, These dresses are then their own property to wear 
or take home with them. With the mats and quilts, we hold a 
drawing to decide who should have them, 


By the time we have ball playing, coasting, skating, am keeping 
the house clean, the day is pretty well used up, and what is left 
we want for sleep. We are enclosing a copy of the list for kitchen, 
sewing, mending and lawmdry, showing the days on which this work 

is done, 


Now for our suggestions. We have for the boys about what could be 
called an average carpenter outfit, together with the harness 
sewing machine, boot and shoe sewing machine ami repair outfit, 
and an electric drill, We are enclosing a blue print of a small 
menual training outfit. We are sorry that it comes from the U.S.A. 
but if any of the longer established schools have a regular mammal 
training outfit, it would be similar to this. With the outfit, we 
could make all sorts of furniture. While our car penter-engineer 
does not hold any diploma for mamual training work, we feel 
certain that with a book to guide him, he could make an excellent 
shewing at the work, Give him a picture, not a blue print of 
anything in furniture, and he will make it. So the matter of add-

ing to the staff for that work would not be necessary. 
Although it may be necessary to hire someone to do the farm 
work which he under the present circumstances does, We 

have no idea of what this outfit would cost, but before this 
letter is finished it may be possible that we can get this 
information. With this outfit and the necessary constructive 
and repair work on the building, well, to be honest about it, 
we feel that these boys would have many advantages over the 
average vhite boy. We would not say that out loud, but 
nevertheless ,that is what we think about it, 


As for the girls, if we had the woods, where we could have 
the boys obtain the material for baskets, that work could be 
undertaken in opposition to what is being done by the Indians 
on the Reserves, 


For the past two years with the attedance up to ami sometimes 
over 160, we consider that it is asking too much of any woman 
to supervise eighty children, running in ages from six to 
sixteen. So this year we are going to apply for two more 
Sisters, bringing the staff of Sisters up to twelve. For the 
assistant supervisor of the girls, we hope to have a Domestic 
Science teacher who on at least two afternoon of each week, 
will te able to take a class of girls and provide a system 
whereby each girl will do her own cooking, etc., from beginning 
to end, 


This is the last suggestion but we do not think it the least 
valuable. It is the matter of teaching as far as possible, 
first-aid. With the co-operation of the Doctor and the 
assistance of a registered nurse, and a book or two, we ought 
to be able to teach the more ambitious ones, something that 
would be helpful to them and perhaps others, 


We hope that we heave given you the information you have asked 
for, and that you wi 11 find out suggestions not too fantastic.

Your 
recent letter gives the exact information that we 
require for our records. 


I expect to visit the Indian schools in New 
Brunswick during the latter part of May and at that 
time will also visit Shubenacadie school when further 
consideration can be given to the question of 
increasing the facilities for vocational training 
for the boys. 


No doubt you have visited technical schools 
but, if not, it might be advisable for us to visit 
the teohnical school in Halifax where it is quite 

seible several stions could be obtained and 
% might even be advisable to endeavour to make 
arrangements for one of their qualified instructors 
to visit Shubenacadie a few days a week during the 
fall term in order to assist your staff in having 
this work properly started.

A letter has just been received from 
the Director of Publicity for the Province of 
Nova Scotia in which he states that he has 
received a letter from you requesting information 
sogagesne the Indians near Shubenacadie, Nova 
Scotia. 


The Indiens in the Province of Nova 
Scotia belong to the Mic Mac Tribe and number 
2157 according to the 1939 census. There are 
19 Indian ageneies conforming to the boundaries 
of the several counties, 47 amall Indien reserves, 
11 day schools and the Shubenacadie Indian Resi- 
dential School. The latter school was completed 
in 1930. There is an enrolment of 160. In the 
academic course the first & grades are taught by 
qualified teachers. In addition vocational 
training is given. This school is intended 
primarily for Indian children in the Maritime 
Provinces who, for various reasons, are unable 
to regularly attend the Indian day schools 
operated by this Department. 


I trust that thie letter evapbiee the 
information you require but, if not, I will be 
pleased to hear from you.

In reply to your lett r of May 18th, concerning the 
hospital expenses for Christina Nicholas. 


On .onday, December 2nd, 1941, a rather cold morning,this 
girl went, with others to the laundry. As far as we can 
find out, she warmed her hands on the mangle, and remarked 
that she was nearly caught. The next time she warmed her 
hands, she was caught. we immediately called Doctor 
acinnis, and after doing some bandaging, he ordered her 

to the hospital. ‘The hospital did not send us any account 
of her injuries. ‘They may have supplied Dr. MacInnis with 
this information. l‘onth followed month, and there was no 
sign of her coming home, She was seen by Sisters of the 
school at different times, and quite often by the former 
Superior of the Sisters here, who is now living in Halifax. 
lie were all puzzled by the length of time it was taking 

to heal the hand. She returned to the school April 27th, 
with the hand bandaged, ami the fingers still quite stiff, 
am bent towards the palm of the hand. While she was at 
the hospital we heard about the Doctors being quite 
annoyed because she would not exercise the hand, and also, 
that a certain amount of exper imentation was being tried 
out. All this is just hearsay, so take it that way. 


Since returning to the school, she has improved generally, 

and by doing some crochet work, she is getting movement in 

the fingers, and is now able to take a grip with the hand. 

She is due back at the hospital May 27th, and we hope that they 
will be satisfied with the progress made.

On December 14th this centralization project lost, to a great 
extent, the services of a good friend and an experienced 
adviser. Rev. Fr. Mackie, principal of the Residential School 
since its foundjng, was forced by recurring illnesses to 
relinquish his place as Prinoipal and revert again to light 
parish work. Practically all summer his stomach condition 
bothered him and was ageravated, 1 believe, by a series of 
regrettable occurences. First blow was the accidential drowning 
of two young girls of the school. He felt this very keenly. 
Next came an epidemic of diphtheria at the school, then three 
runaway attempts in extremely cold weather by children who were 
111 clothed for the temperatures we were then experiencing. 
Finally just home from the hospital he was unfortunate enough 
to meet the doctor, on the doorsteps of the school, coming 

out with a child on a stretcher. The idea which had been milling 
in his mind for some time suddenly became a decision and he forth- 
with sent in his resignation. We here at the agency and all of 
Shubenacadie were sorry to see him go, but we feel that due to 
his health the step he gook was necessary. It is well known 
that the work of the present successor or any other in fact, 
will be made much easier because of the good will and respect 
enjoyed in this community by Fr. Mackie. 


His successor, Fr. Brown, was my parish priest in Kentville 
and served for a time in Enfield 14 miles from here. His 
knowledge of the Cambridge Indians is extensive and it is well 
known that he always had a liking for what he calls "the poor 
Indian”. He is a favourite of all children regardless of 

color or creed and in my opinion will have more trouble with 
ration coupons and pedigrees than managing 160 children. 

He too is a backer of the centralization idea and will do all 
in his power to help and speed the project along.

that, as the school has done very wel h the amount 
land they have, he did not see any pe Lcular reason for 
making the purchase at the present time, other than it 
might stop anyone else from securing it. In discussing 
the matter further with Father Brown it appears that he 
has lately purchased five acres of this ten-acre plot. 
Evi itly, following our refusal to purchase land, he 
purchased the five acres from his own funds. He paid 
$100 an acre for it, or a total of y500. He stated that

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if the Department wished to secure this from him at any 
time he was quite willing to transfer title to us for 
the amount just stated. 


There is a continuation school in the 
village of Shubenacadie, which is situated about a mile 
from the school, where instruction is given as far as 
Grade 11. Pupils who take Grade 11 in the Nova Scotia 
schools can then proceed to Normal School for a year's 
training and obtain a teacher's certificate. A few years 
ago one of the pupils of the Shubenacadie School, James 
prosper, resided at the Shubenacadie Residential School 
and took Grade 11 at the village school. He is now in 
the Air Force. 


It is interesting to know that 55 former 
pupils of the Shubenacadie Residential School are now in 
the Canadian Army. Of these 3 have been killed. One, 
Jimmy Prosper mentioned above, is in the Air Force and 
2 ex=pupils are in the United States Navy. 


Both the main building and the outbuildings 
are in good condition, with the exception of the trouble 
that they have been having with the wall. Mr. Sparks of 
the Surveys & Engineering Branch, who has been at 
Shubenacadie in connection with the erection of the new 
day school, made a careful inspection of the wall and 
roof and it is his opinion that the coping at the top of 
the walls should be fixed. He claims that if this is done 
the leaking of water into the building will be prevented. 
He had representatives of two firms inspect the roof with 
him and their quotations have not yet been received, but 


he estimated the expenditure would probably amount to wy 
2000.

This note tells of the death of our Mr. Edward McLeod, 
who has been in charge of general repairs for everything 
from bo to roof, since the school was opened. 


His acute illness came on following the water pipe breakdown 
last fall. A "Kidney Infection” was the ailment, as reported 
from the Halifax Infirmary, where he spent some six weeks 

and lived only three weeks following his return from the 
hospital. May I inquire if any Departmental consideration 

is given for the grave illness, hospital or funeral cogts, 

of a faithful servant of many years standing? 


I do not know what the Department procedure is, in his re- 
placement. 


Mr. L. Parker, our farmer, would quit the management of the 
farm, am take over the Mgineer work and repairs. He is a 
very handy man, had helped Mr. McLeod over the years, knows 
steam boilers, pumps, and electrical set-up around the building 
and barns. I think he would care for the work well. If the 
Department accepts the suggestion, it wuld be satisfactory 

to me. Mr. Parker suggested the change himself. 


Mr. Growell, ‘Assistant farmer, advised me recently that he is 
giving up his work on April 15th. He has hai a lot of illness 
since last November, and feels he might not be strong enough 
to carry on the Spring amd Summer work.

Previous to the appointment of the present Indian 
Agent at Shubenacadie, we omployed only a part tine agent, and, 
as he was not thoroughly fanilier with all conditions, the 
Prinoipal of the shubenacadie Residential School corresponded 
direct with the Department. 


It has been decided that the time has now arrived 
for placing more responsibility on Mr. Rice, who is a full tine 
agent. Consequently, he will visit the school at reguler inter- 
vale in the future, inspect all departaents and report to the 
Depertuent. 


Any matter requiring attention, either in connection 
with the building or with the general operation of the school, 
should be brought to Mr. Kice's attention, so that he can write 
to this office.

You will recall that Mr. Phelan visited you 
last year to discuss the mtter of replacing the Reverend 
Father Brown as principal of the Shubenacadie Indien 
Residential School. 


Reports from our field officials indicate 
that Father Brown's health is not es good as it should be 
for one in such a responsible position. He is now over 
sixty-five years of age. Changes in the Civil Service 
Superannuation Act are such that only under very special 
and extenuating circumstames are we permitted to retain 
as civil servants anyone over the ace of sixty-five. While 
these remilations do not apply naturally to such positions 
as principals of these schools, nevertheless, it is felt 
that where possible we should conform with this policy. 


We realize that Father Brown has done very 
fine work at this school in the past. Our officials all 
agree that no one could show a more fatherly interest in 
the Indians. He has endeared himself to these people and 
has always been their champion. 


However, we feel that in the interests of 
the school administration and of the children therein 
you should consider replacing him with a younger man. We 
fully appreciate the shortage of Priests and the difficulties

While we realize that the +ndian children at 
the Shubenacadie School are receiving every possible care 
and attention, at the same time we ere sligntly disturbed 
at the statement in your letter "when this girl became 
eligible for discharge the responsibility of welfare was 
accepted by her father, James S. Paul (no permanent 
place of abode)". 


The return for the quarter emied June 30th ,1947 
stated that this girl was 16 years of age and we feel 
that before plecing her in charge of her father who had 
no permenent place of abode, the Department should have 
been consulted. In this connection I would refer you to 
the latter part of Section 10 of the Indian Act which 
reads as follows: 


"Provided that where it has been made to appear to the 
satisfaction of the Superintendent General (Minister) 
that it would be detrimental to any particular Indian 
child to have it discharged from school on attaining 
the full age of sixteen years, the Superintendent 
General (Minister) may direct that such child be 
detained at school for such further period as may sean 
to be advisable but not beyond the full age of eighteen 
years." 
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This part of Section 10 refers to cases 
such as the one under discussion and we feel that 
the management should be advised that in future they 
should keep this part of Section 10 in mind when 
pupils are being discharged, especially girls.
